I’m  encouraging  the  notion  that  the  organization  to  conduct  this  work  should  not  have  a  vested  interest  in  the  outcome. 
While  we  can  all  agree  that  these  claims  are  nonsense,  asking  election  officials  (NASS)  to  audit  themselves  will  not 
provide  needed  objectivity  for  the  public.  In  my  view,  it  would  be  impossible  to  guarantee  enough  transparency  to 
overcome  having  officials  audit  themselves. 

I  heard  an  interview  with  the  representative  of  NASS  on  Meet  the  Press  tonight,  and  they  have  staked  out  their  “  there  is 
no  problem”  position  here.  She  would  not  admit  even  minor  instances  of  voter  fraud.  That’s  not  accurate  or  believable 
either.

The 
overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering 
illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more 
frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%. 
The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

The 
overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%--substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering 
illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more 
frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 
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Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is 
99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $1 00k.

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For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  18,  i.e.,  8.25  million. 

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5  million 
votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%--substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote 
would  mean  registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5  years  in 
prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal 
voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for 
them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about 
56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering 
illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000  and  5  years 
in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 


Statistical  check: 
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Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted: 
2.16%. 


Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 


If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample 
finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment 
/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

It  is  for  this  reason  that  True  the  Vote,  supported  by  a  select  group  of  technologists,  statisticians,  researchers,  auditors, 
scholars,  futurists,  election  law  experts,  and  process  specialists,  is  leading  a  forensic  audit  with  targeted  investigations  to 
expose  election  fraud  and  offer  solutions.  ... 

The  audit  is  phase  one  of  our  four  year  plan  to  include;  development  of  a  American  Voter  ID  Program,  Evaluation  of 
Enhanced  Election  Technologies,  Identifying  Dynamic  Voter  Registration  Verification  Processes,  and  Development  of 
Model  Legislation. 

For  awhile  the  group  had  a  very  active  chapter  in  MD,  Election  Integrity  MD,  that  trained  poll  monitors  and  combed 
through  registration  data: 

http://monoblogue.us/tag/election-integrity-maryland/ 

They  did  actually  find  a  few  instances  of  double-voting,  including  bringing  down  a  MD  politician  who  had  voted  in  both  MD 
&  FL  in  a  past  election.  They  also  claimed  to  have  found  a  list  of  non-citizens  who  were  registered  but,  when  called  for 
jury  duty,  stated  that  they  were  not  citizens.  I'm  not  sure  how  many  of  them  actually  voted.  The  motor-voter  process  was 
not  easily  understood,  even  by  fluent  English-speakers,  so  many  may  have  been  confused  about  their  right  to  vote,  and 
some  municipalities  in  MD  allow  noncitizen  residents  to  vote.  MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so 
that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship  papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a 
different  format  license  (I  think).  Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so  the 
registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter 
registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that 
had  worked  for  verifiable  elections,  TrueVoteMD  and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion 
among  our  elected  officials.  We  haven't  heard  much  from  the  MD  group  for  a  few  years,  but  this  blog  notes  that  they  were 
reorganizing  and  reviving  early  last  year  so  that  may  change.  They  seemed  to  do  pretty  careful  and  thorough  combing 
through  the  data  and,  as  far  as  I  know,  did  not  engage  in  "caging"  (but  I'm  not  sure  about  that).  I  attended  one  of  their 
webinars  training  poll  monitors,  and  they  played  it  very  straight  and  by  the  book,  in  compliance  with  MD  election  law.

I  believe  it  is  in  response  to  the  crowd  photos  displayed  online  and  on  TV;  Trump  just  wants  to  make  sure  his  base  (the 
ones  who  still  want  to  see  Obama's  birth  certificate)  continue  to  believe  he  rocks  and  is  being  unfairly  vilified  whenever 
information  that  does  not  comply  with  his  version  of  the  events  is  publicized.

I’m  encouraging  the  notion  that  the  organization  to  conduct  this  work  should  not  have  a  vested  interest  in  the  outcome.

For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  1 8,  i.e.,  8.25  million. 

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The 
overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering 
illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more 
frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%. 
The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voter 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  whc 
voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5 
million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%--substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien 
to  vote  would  mean  registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5 
years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal 
voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  1 8,  i.e.,  8.25  million. 

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The 
overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering 
illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more 
frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%. 
The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

They  also  claimed 
to  have  found  a  list  of  non-citizens  who  were  registered  but,  when  called  for  jury  duty,  stated  that  they  were  not  citizens.  I'm  not  sure  how  many  of  them  actually  voted. 
The  motor-voter  process  was  not  easily  understood,  even  by  fluent  English-speakers,  so  many  may  have  been  confused  about  their  right  to  vote,  and  some  municipalities 
in  MD  allow  noncitizen  residents  to  vote.  MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so  that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship 
papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a  different  format  license  (I  think).  Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so 
the  registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter  registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that  had  worked  for  verifiable  elections,  TrueVoteMD 
and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion  among  our  elected  officials.  We  haven't  heard  much  from  the  MD  group  for  a  few  years,  but  this 
blog  notes  that  they  were  reorganizing  and  reviving  early  last  year  so  that  may  change.  They  seemed  to  do  pretty  careful  and  thorough  combing  through  the  data  and,  as 
far  as  I  know,  did  not  engage  in  "caging"  (but  I'm  not  sure  about  that).  I  attended  one  of  their  webinars  training  poll  monitors,  and  they  played  it  very  straight  and  by  the 
book,  in  compliance  with  MD  election  law.

For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  1 8,  i.e., 
8.25  million. 


Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens 
for  them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.

For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote 
would  mean  registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal 
penalty  is  $1 0,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more 
frequently  than  legal  voters? 


Statistical  check: 


Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 


Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 


If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

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For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  1 8,  i.e.,  8.25 
million. 


Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for 
them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was 
about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 


Statistical  check: 


Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 


Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 


If  indeed  2.1 6%  or  more  201 6  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

They  also  claimed  to  have  found  a  list  of  non-citizens  who  were  registered  but,  when  called  for 
jury  duty,  stated  that  they  were  not  citizens.  I’m  not  sure  how  many  of  them  actually  voted.  The  motor-voter  process  was 
not  easily  understood,  even  by  fluent  English-speakers,  so  many  may  have  been  confused  about  their  right  to  vote,  and 
some  municipalities  in  MD  allow  noncitizen  residents  to  vote.  MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so 
that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship  papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a 
different  format  license  (I  think).  Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so  the 
registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter 
registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that 
had  worked  for  verifiable  elections,  TrueVoteMD  and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion 
among  our  elected  officials.

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for 
them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was 
about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for 
them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was 
about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

The  motor-voter  process  was  not  easily  understood,  even  by  fluent  English-speakers,  so  many  may  have  been  confused 
about  their  right  to  vote,  and  some  municipalities  in  MD  allow  noncitizen  residents  to  vote.  MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so 
that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship  papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a  different  format  license  (I  think). 
Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so  the  registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the 
SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter  registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that  had  worked  for  verifiable  elections, 
TrueVoteMD  and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion  among  our  elected  officials.  We  haven't  heard  much  from  the  MD  group 
for  a  few  years,  but  this  blog  notes  that  they  were  reorganizing  and  reviving  early  last  year  so  that  may  change.

For  awhile  the  group  had  a  very  active  chapter  in  MD,  Election  Integrity  MD,  that  trained  poll  monitors  and  combed

They  did  actually  find  a  few  instances  of  double-voting,  including  bringing  down  a  MD  politician  who  had  voted  in  both  MD 
&  FL  in  a  past  election.  They  also  claimed  to  have  found  a  list  of  non-citizens  who  were  registered  but,  when  called  for 
jury  duty,  stated  that  they  were  not  citizens.  I'm  not  sure  how  many  of  them  actually  voted.  The  motor-voter  process  was 
not  easily  understood,  even  by  fluent  English-speakers,  so  many  may  have  been  confused  about  their  right  to  vote,  and 
some  municipalities  in  MD  allow  noncitizen  residents  to  vote.  MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so 
that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship  papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a 
different  format  license  (I  think).  Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so  the 
registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter 
registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that 
had  worked  for  verifiable  elections,  TrueVoteMD  and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion 
among  our  elected  officials.  We  haven't  heard  much  from  the  MD  group  for  a  few  years,  but  this  blog  notes  that  they  were 
reorganizing  and  reviving  early  last  year  so  that  may  change.  They  seemed  to  do  pretty  careful  and  thorough  combing

61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%- 
substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean  registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal 
penalty  is  $10,000  and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters?  Statistical  check:  Suppose 
3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%.  Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250 
2016  voters  from  whole  US.  If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least 
one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was 
about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

MD  has  now  changed  the  driver's  license  issuing  process  so 
that  you  have  to  show  a  birth  certificate,  passport,  or  citizenship  papers  to  get  a  regular  license,  and  non-citizens  get  a 
different  format  license  (I  think).  Anyone  who  proves  citizenship  can  opt  to  register  to  vote  on  a  tablet  device  so  the 
registration  process  is  more  direct  now  than  it  used  to  be  when  the  SBE  had  to  depend  on  the  MVA  to  forward  voter 
registration  forms  to  them. 

I  should  note  our  frustration  that  these  groups  chose  names  that  closely  resembled  the  names  of  defunct  MD  orgs  that 
had  worked  for  verifiable  elections,  TrueVoteMD  and  MD  Election  Integrity  Coalition,  which  caused  a  lot  of  confusion 
among  our  elected  officials.  We  haven't  heard  much  from  the  MD  group  for  a  few  years,  but  this  blog  notes  that  they  were 
reorganizing  and  reviving  early  last  year  so  that  may  change.  They  seemed  to  do  pretty  careful  and  thorough  combing 
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through  the  data  and,  as  far  as  I  know,  did  not  engage  in  "caging"  (but  I'm  not  sure  about  that).  I  attended  one  of  their 
webinars  training  poll  monitors,  and  they  played  it  very  straight  and  by  the  book,  in  compliance  with  MD  election  law.

For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  1 8,  i.e.,  8.25 
million. 

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for 
them  to  account  for  5  million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was 
about  56%-substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien  to  vote  would  mean 
registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $1 0,000 
and  5  years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who 
voted:  2.16%. 

Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the 
sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal  voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this 
experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

Here’s  a  sniff  test  and  a  proposal  to  check  the  assertion  that  3-5  million  illegal  aliens  voted. 

Sniff  test: 

There  are  about  1 1  million  illegal  aliens  in  the  US.

For  the  sake  of  argument,  suppose  that  75%  are  over  the  age  of  18,  i.e.,  8.25  million. 

Then  the  turnout  rate  would  need  to  be  5/8.25  =  61%  among  illegal  aliens  for  them  to  account  for  5 
million  votes.  The  overall  turnout  in  the  election  was  about  56%--substantially  lower.  For  an  illegal  alien 
to  vote  would  mean  registering  illegally  and  casting  a  vote,  for  which  the  federal  penalty  is  $10,000  and  5 
years  in  prison.  And  yet  they  did  it  more  frequently  than  legal  voters? 

Statistical  check: 

Suppose  3  million  people  voted  illegally,  among  the  139  million  or  so  who  voted:  2.16%. 
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Imagine  drawing  a  random  sample  of  250  2016  voters  from  whole  US. 

If  indeed  2.16%  or  more  2016  voters  voted  illegally,  the  chance  that  the  sample  finds  at  least  one  illegal 
voter  is  99.6%.  The  cost  of  doing  this  experiment/research  would  probably  be  on  the  order  of  $100k.

It  looks  like  there  will  be  6  more  members 
appointed.  This  article  discusses  many  other  aspects  of  the  commission,  including  that  the  charge  is  to  examine  laws  and  procedures,  not  the  voter  rolls 
themselves.  So  far  no  laws  or  procedures  have  been  requested  from  the  states.  In  many  states  those  might  have  to  be  requested  from  the  individual 
counties,  I  guess?

By 
SVREP  Vice  President  Lydia  Camarillo  @lcamarillo1  Every  ten  years,  immediately  after  the  US  Census  counts  the 
nation’s  population,  the  US  embarks  in  the  redistricting  process  -  some  states  lose  congressional  seats,  while  others  gain 
them.  SVREP  called  it!  We  projected  that  Texas  would  gain  2  to  4  new  congressional  seats  and  that  New  York  would 
lose  at  least  1  seat,  however  could  draw  a  new  congressional  Latino-majority  seat.  New  York  did  draw  a  new 
congressional  Latino-majority  seat,  which  is  currently  held  by  the  first  Dominican  member  of  congress.  Texas  will  likely 
gain  another  2  to  4  congressional  seats  after  the  2020  census  count;  this  would  give  Texas  the  2nd  largest  number  of  the 
electoral  votes  -  40  to  42  electoral  votes.  Only  California  will  have  more  electoral  votes  than  Texas,  as  it  currently  has  54 
votes.  Our  projected  Texas  seat  increase  for  the  previous  redistricting,  as  well  as  for  the  upcoming  one,  have  stemmed 
from  the  rising  Latino  population.  Just  look  at  the  statistics  from  201 1 .  Texas  gained  4  new  congressional  seats.  Texas 
populations  increased  by  4.3  million,  and  65%  of  whom  were  Latinos.  Despite  the  significant  Latino  population  rise,  the 
Texas  legislature  still  determined  that  it  would  steal  away  one  congressional  seat,  rather  than  provide  the  Latino 
community  with  real  representation.  Texas  retrogressed  congressional  District  23.  With  7  Latino-majority  seats  drawn  to 
provide  Latinos  the  opportunity  to  elect  the  candidates  of  their  choice,  Texas  drew  its  congressional  maps  where  Latinos 
lost  seats.  The  Latino  community  started  the  redistricting  fight  with  not  9  or  10  congressional  Latino-majority  seats,  but 
merely  6.  The  State  House  map  is  no  different  -  Latinos  are  left  behind  and  lost  representation  and  the  opportunity  to 
elect  candidates  of  their  choice.  Texas  has  a  long,  extensive,  history  of  passing  laws  that  discriminate  and  violate  our 
civil  and  voting  rights.  Texas  is  not  shy  to  promote  systemic  barriers  that  block  the  Latino  political  clout.  These  acts  are 
intentional,  methodical,  and  designed  to  undermine  the  Latino  vote.  SVREP  sued  Texas.  But  we  didn’t  just  start  with  a 
lawsuit.  SVREP  organized,  took  part  in  numerous  meetings,  presented  our  own  sets  of  maps  -  we  organized  city  and 
county  redistricting  committees  and  a  statewide  committee.  The  committees  where  inclusive  and  diverse.  They  included 
leaders,  business  men  and  women,  activists,  and  elected  officials  from  every  corner  of  Texas  -  from  the  Rio  Grande  to  El 
Paso,  to  Dallas,  to  Houston,  to  Corpus,  to  Austin,  to  San  Antonio.  We  did  this  in  partnership  with  other  Latino  leaders, 
groups  including  the  Mexican  American  Legal  Defense  and  Educational  Fund  (MALDEF),  Texas  Mexican  American  Bar 
Association  (MABA),  TX-HOPE,  NOMAR,  William  C.  Velasquez  Institute  (WCVI),  Southwest  Workers  Union  and  many 
other  groups  from  throughout  Texas.  Ultimately,  the  Texas  Latino  Redistricting  Task  Force  formed  and  sued  Texas.  The 
membership  of  the  Task  Force  that  sued  Texas  is  made  up  of  MALDEF,  WCVI,  TX-MABA,  TX-HOPE,  NOMAR,  SW 
Workers  Union  and  SVREP.  MALDEF  is  our  legal  representative  and  I  serve  as  the  Chair  of  the  Task  Force.  The  lawsuit 
gave  way  to  Federal  Court  in  San  Antonio  drawing  remedy  congressional  and  state  House  maps.  Our  lawsuit  barred 
Texas  from  retrogressing  congressional  District  23,  as  well  as  it  created  new  Latino-majority  districts  in  the  CD33 

(Dallas/Ft  Worth  Metro-plex)  and  CD35  (San  Antonio  to  Austin).  The  CD27  was  lost,  but  Latinos  gained  a  seat  that  starts 
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in  Brownville,  and  moves  up  the  state  all  the  way  to  Corpus.  Texas  voters  have  cast  their  vote  under  these  maps  in  the  - 
2012,  2014  and  2016  elections.  Since  we  sued,  the  Federal  Court  found  that  Texas  did  draw  redistricting  maps  with  the 
intent  to  discriminate  and  dilute  the  Latino  vote.  It  found  that  the  201 1  maps  are  illegal,  racially  gerrymandered  and 
unconstitutional.  Next  week,  the  Federal  Court  will  address  several  issues  at  the  hearing  set  on  July  10th  to  14that  the 
San  Antonio  Federal  Court  House.  During  this  court  hearing,  SVREP's  legal  battle  is  to  keep  HD90  a  Latino-majority  seat. 
Just  in  time  to  get  ready  for  the  2018  elections  and  the  next  redistricting  fight.  And  it  won’t  be  the  last  time  we  end  up 
suing  Texas,  either.

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The  Texas  Redistricting  Case  Headed  to  Federal  Court,  Again!

Every  ten  years,  immediately  after  the  US  Census  counts  the  nation’s  population,  the  US  embarks  in  the  redistricting  process  -  some 
states  lose  congressional  seats,  while  others  gain  them. 

SVREP  called  it!  We  projected  that  Texas  would  gain  2  to  4  new  congressional  seats  and  that  New  York  would  lose  at  least  1  seat, 
however  could  draw  a  new  congressional  Latino-majority  seat.  New  York  did  draw  a  new  congressional  Latino-majority  seat,  which  is 
currently  held  by  the  first  Dominican  member  of  congress. 

Texas  will  likely  gain  another  2  to  4  congressional  seats  after  the  2020  census  count;  this  would  give  Texas  the  2nd  largest  number  of  the 
electoral  votes  -  40  to  42  electoral  votes.  Only  California  will  have  more  electoral  votes  than  Texas,  as  it  currently  has  54  votes.  Our 
projected  Texas  seat  increase  for  the  previous  redistricting,  as  well  as  for  the  upcoming  one,  have  stemmed  from  the  rising  Latino 
population. 

Just  look  at  the  statistics  from  2011.  Texas  gained  4  new  congressional  seats.  Texas  populations  increased  by  4.3  million,  and  65%  of 
whom  were  Latinos.  Despite  the  significant  Latino  population  rise,  the  Texas  legislature  still  determined  that  it  would  steal  away  one 
congressional  seat,  rather  than  provide  the  Latino  community  with  real  representation.  Texas  retrogressed  congressional  District  23. 

With  7  Latino-majority  seats  drawn  to  provide  Latinos  the  opportunity  to  elect  the  candidates  of  their  choice,  Texas  drew  its  congressional 
maps  where  Latinos  lost  seats.  The  Latino  community  started  the  redistricting  fight  with  not  9  or  10  congressional  Latino-majority  seats, 
but  merely  6.  The  State  House  map  is  no  different  -  Latinos  are  left  behind  and  lost  representation  and  the  opportunity  to  elect  candidates 
of  their  choice. 

Texas  has  a  long,  extensive,  history  of  passing  laws  that  discriminate  and  violate  our  civil  and  voting  rights.  Texas  is  not  shy  to  promote 
systemic  barriers  that  block  the  Latino  political  clout.  These  acts  are  intentional,  methodical,  and  designed  to  undermine  the  Latino  vote. 

SVREP  sued  Texas.  But  we  didn’t  just  start  with  a  lawsuit. 

SVREP  organized,  took  part  in  numerous  meetings,  presented  our  own  sets  of  maps  -  we  organized  city  and  county  redistricting 
committees  and  a  statewide  committee.  The  committees  where  inclusive  and  diverse.  They  included  leaders,  business  men  and  women, 
activists,  and  elected  officials  from  every  corner  of  Texas  -  from  the  Rio  Grande  to  El  Paso,  to  Dallas,  to  Houston,  to  Corpus,  to  Austin, 
to  San  Antonio. 

We  did  this  in  partnership  with  other  Latino  leaders,  groups  including  the  Mexican  American  Legal  Defense  and  Educational  Fund 
(MALDEF),  Texas  Mexican  American  Bar  Association  (MABA),  TX-HOPE,  NOMAR,  William  C.  Velasquez  Institute  (WCVI),  Southwest 
Workers  Union  and  many  other  groups  from  throughout  Texas. 

Ultimately,  the  Texas  Latino  Redistricting  Task  Force  formed  and  sued  Texas.  The  membership  of  the  Task  Force  that  sued  Texas  is 
made  up  of  MALDEF,  WCVI,  TX-MABA,  TX-HOPE,  NOMAR,  SW  Workers  Union  and  SVREP.  MALDEF  is  our  legal  representative  and  I 
serve  as  the  Chair  of  the  Task  Force. 

The  lawsuit  gave  way  to  Federal  Court  in  San  Antonio  drawing  remedy  congressional  and  state  House  maps.  Our  lawsuit  barred  Texas 
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from  retrogressing  congressional  District  23,  as  well  as  it  created  new  Latino-majority  districts  in  the  CD33  (Dallas/Ft  Worth  Metro-plex) 
and  CD35  (San  Antonio  to  Austin).  The  CD27  was  lost,  but  Latinos  gained  a  seat  that  starts  in  Brownville,  and  moves  up  the  state  all  the 
way  to  Corpus.  Texas  voters  have  cast  their  vote  under  these  maps  in  the  -  2012,  2014  and  2016  elections. 

Since  we  sued,  the  Federal  Court  found  that  Texas  did  draw  redistricting  maps  with  the  intent  to  discriminate  and  dilute  the  Latino  vote.  It 
found  that  the  201 1  maps  are  illegal,  racially  gerrymandered  and  unconstitutional. 

Next  week,  the  Federal  Court  will  address  several  issues  at  the  hearing  set  on  July  10th  to  14that  the  San  Antonio  Federal  Court  Flouse. 
During  this  court  hearing,  SVREP's  legal  battle  is  to  keep  FID90  a  Latino-majority  seat. 

Just  in  time  to  get  ready  for  the  2018  elections  and  the  next  redistricting  fight. 

And  it  won’t  be  the  last  time  we  end  up  suing  Texas,  either.  Sad,  but  true.

AUSTIN  —  Texas  and  more  than  two  dozen  other  states  are  refusing  to  fully  comply  with  a  sweeping  and 
unprecedented  White  House  request  to  turn  over  voter  registration  data,  including  sensitive  information  like  partial  Social 
Security  numbers  and  party  affiliation  —  making  themselves  the  target  Saturday  morning  of  a  Twitter  storm  by  President 
Donald  Trump. 

Texas  Secretary  of  State  Rolando  Pablos  said  his  office  will  share  any  publicly  available  information  with  Trump's 
Presidential  Advisory  Commission  on  Voter  Integrity  as  requested,  including  the  names,  addresses,  dates  of  birth  and 
political  party  affiliations  of  the  state's  more  than  15  million  voters.  But  the  state  will  not  be  sharing  partial  social  security 
numbers  that  the  Trump  commission  asked  for  because  that  information  is  not  part  of  voter  rolls. 

"The  Secretary  of  State's  office  will  provide  the  Election  Integrity  Commission  with  public  information  and  will  protect  the 
private  information  of  Texas  citizens  while  working  to  maintain  the  security  and  integrity  of  our  state's  elections  system," 
Pablos  said.  "As  always,  my  office  will  continue  to  exercise  the  utmost  care  whenever  sensitive  voter  information  is 
required  to  be  released  by  state  or  federal  law."

BOSSERT  OUT  -  White  House  homeland  security  adviser  Tom  Bossert's  resignation  on  Tuesday  left  some  lawmakers 
scratching  their  heads  and  left  cyber  policy  specialists  wary  about  who  will  replace  him.  One  senior  administration  official 
told  POLITICO  that  Bossert  resigned  at  John  Bolton's  behest,  although  others  warned  that  Bolton  was  not  the  driving 
force  behind  Bossert's  exit. 

Regardless,  lawmakers  were  perplexed.  Bossert  had  gained  respect  from  both  the  right  and  the  left,  particularly  for  his 
emphasis  on  cybersecurity.  "I  don't  know  what's  behind  that,"  Sen.  Claire  McCaskill,  the  top  Democrat  on  the  Homeland 
Security  Committee,  told  MC.  "I'm  anxious  to  find  out  whether"  it  was  Bossert's  decision  "or  if  he  was  pushed  out,  and,  if 
so,  why?"  McCaskill  added  that  she  "certainly  thought  he  was  competent"  and  loyal  to  Trump,  a  trait  the  president  desires 
"That's  why  I'm  fascinated  that  he  was  pushed  out  on  the  day  after  Bolton  got  there,"  McCaskill  said. 

Senate  Homeland  Security  Committee  Chairman  Ron  Johnson  said  he  "always  liked"  Bossert,  and  considered  him  to  be 
"really  knowledgeable  in  that  position,"  adding,  "I  hated  to  hear”  about  his  exit.  Senate  Intelligence  Committee  Chairman 
Richard  Burr  told  MC  he  "didn't  have  any  heads-up  on"  the  resignation,  before  suggesting  Bossert  is  "probably  pursuing 
something  that  he  thinks  is  better  for  him." 

Bossert  ran  the  cybersecurity  unit  at  the  National  Security  Council,  helping  to  craft  Trump's  cyber  executive  order  issued 
in  May  that  pledged  a  new  focus  on  protecting  government  networks  and  strengthening  international  and  private-sector 
partnerships.  He  also  blamed  the  Russian  government  for  orchestrating  last  year's  massively  disruptive  WannaCry 
malware  attack,  which  seized  networks  in  over  150  countries  and  caused  billions  of  dollars  worth  of  damage.  The  White 
House  said  Rob  Joyce,  the  administration's  top  cyber  adviser  and  deputy  homeland  security  adviser,  will  temporarily 
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assume  the  post  in  an  acting  capacity. 


-  WHAT  DOES  IT  MEAN  FOR  CYBER?  -  Bossert's  departure,  and  Joyce's  elevation,  will  "slow  down  the  cyber  work"  at 
the  NSC,  a  former  cyber  staffer  on  the  council  told  MC.  "Tom  was  actively  engaged  in  the  cyber  portfolio  and  so  his 
(seemingly  sudden)  departure  will  be  disruptive."  There  could  also  be  fresh  recruitment  issues,  which  would  also  slow 
down  policymaking.  A  second  former  NSC  official  said  that  many  current  staffers  are  "in  a  'wait  and  see'  mode,  mainly 
around  whether  Bolton  is  as  difficult  a  person  to  deal  with  as  reputed."  "The  NSC  has  had  a  really  hard  time  recruiting 
people  generally,"  this  person  added,  "so  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  how  they  fare  under  Bolton." 

Bossert  reported  directly  to  Trump,  but  according  to  The  New  York  Times,  Bolton  is  reorganizing  the  NSC  so  that  the 
homeland  security  adviser  reports  only  to  him.  This  would  also  bring  the  cyber  portfolio  more  directly  under  the  national 
security  adviser's  supervision  -  a  reversal  of  the  current  Trump  NSC  setup.  And  given  that  Bolton  has  "publicly  spoken 
before  about  wanting  to  be  more  aggressive  on  cyber,"  said  a  former  NSC  cyber  official,  "we  could  potentially  see  a  more 
assertive  use  of  cyber  as  a  foreign  policy  tool  going  forward."  Cory  detailed  Bolton's  years  of  bellicose  cyber  rhetoric  in  a 
piece  last  month. 

This  approach  could  have  serious  consequences,  a  former  senior  White  House  national  security  official  cautioned.  "We 
are  very  vulnerable  to  retaliation  through  cyberspace,  in  a  way  that  we  are  not  in  the  physical  domain,"  the  former  official 
said.  "I'm  not  saying  you  can't  or  shouldn't  use  cyber  tools  as  part  of  your  national  security  toolbox,  but  that  you  should  be 
cautious  and  careful  in  doing  so."

A  ROUNDUP  OF  FACEBOOK'S  BIG  DAY  -  Facebook  CEO  Mark  Zuckerberg  emerged  from  Tuesday's  Senate  hearing 
largely  unscathed,  to  the  point  that  his  company's  stock  jumped.  Lawmakers  kicked  off  the  joint  Judiciary-Commerce 
hearing  by  indicating  how  worried  they  were  about  how  Facebook  protected  user  information,  after  Cambridge  Analytica, 
a  data  analytics  firm  that  worked  with  the  Trump  campaign,  improperly  obtained  data  on  at  least  87  million  users.  "If  you 
and  other  social  media  companies  do  not  get  your  act  in  order,  none  of  us  are  going  to  have  privacy  anymore,"  said  Sen. 
Bill  Nelson.  But  in  a  live  analysis  of  the  hearing,  the  POLITICO  team  covering  it  largely  concluded  that  Zuckerberg  had 
managed  to  avoid  any  major  pitfalls,  although  maybe  he  didn't  do  much  to  pave  over  his  company's  problems. 

The  hearing  did  make  some  news,  however.  Zuckerberg  confirmed  that  special  counsel  Robert  Mueller  had  contacted  his 
company  as  part  of  its  probe  into  2016  election  interference.  He  also  said  Facebook  notified  political  campaigns  when  it 
saw  Russian  hackers  trying  to  break  into  their  pages,  although  Hillary  Clinton's  campaign  said  that's  news  to  them. 
Facebook  did  not,  however,  alert  the  FTC  to  the  Cambridge  Analytica  incident,  Zuckerberg  said. 

The  33-year-old  billionaire  also  said  he  did  not  have  any  information  on  whether  Cambridge  Analytica  stored  any  user 
data  on  Russian  servers,  and  acknowledged  Facebook  could  have  booted  the  data  firm  much  earlier,  in  2015,  based  on 
its  policies. 

On  some  policy  questions,  Zuckerberg  offered  tentative  support  for  a  rule  requiring  companies  to  issue  data-breach 
notifications  within  72  hours,  and  said  internet  service  providers  and  other  kinds  of  tech  companies  should  have  different 
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privacy-protection  rules. 


Also:  Zuckerberg  said  he  didn't  consider  his  company  a  monopoly.  And  however  successful  he  was  at  the  hearing,  Sen. 
Richard  Blumenthal  still  expressed  skepticism.  "We've  seen  the  apology  tours  before,"  Blumenthal  said.  "Unless  there  are 
specific  rules  and  requirements  enforced  by  an  outside  agency,  I  have  no  assurance  that  these  kinds  of  vague 
commitments  are  going  to  produce  action."  Here's  an  overarching  rundown  of  the  hearing,  and  key  moments. 

And  remember:  Zuckerberg  is  back  at  it  this  morning,  testifying  before  the  House  Energy  and  Commerce  Committee.  As 
our  Morning  Tech  friends  report,  House  lawmakers  have  said  they  still  have  a  series  of  outstanding  questions  for  the  tech 
executive:  A  GOP  committee  aide  confirmed  that  Chairman  Greg  Walden  spoke  with  Zuckerberg  ahead  of  the  hearing. 
Walden  has  said  he's  interested  in  developing  a  better  understanding  of  how  user  data  is  collected  and  shared  by  the 
platform.  And  he's  not  the  only  one  who'd  still  like  to  get  more  clarity  on  the  subject.  "For  me,  I  am  deeply  concerned  with 
Facebook's  inability  to  pinpoint  exactly  where  some  of  this  personal  information  may  have  ended  up,  and 
whether  Mr.  Zuckerberg  can  definitively  say  that  it  is  not  in  the  hands  of  any  foreign  governments  that  could  seek  to 
exploit  it,"  Rep.  Bob  Latta,  chairman  of  the  Digital  Commerce  and  Consumer  Protection  Subcommittee,  said  in  a 
statement. 

HOUSE  DOUBLEHEADER  -  The  House  Armed  Services  Committee  gavels  in  today  for  a  pair  of  hearings  focused 
exclusively  on  cyber  operations.  In  the  morning,  the  full  panel  will  hear  from  three  former  top  officials:  former  Homeland 
Security  secretaries  Jeh  Johnson  and  Michael  Chertoff,  and  former  NSA  chief  Keith  Alexander.  Their  comments  likely  will 
inform  lawmakers  as  they  prepare  to  assemble  their  annual  defense  policy  bill,  which  could  take  a  crack  at  better  defining 
the  military's  role  and  responsibilities  in  the  event  of  a  cyberattack. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Emerging  Threats  and  Capabilities  Subcommittee  will  convene  to  hear  from  outgoing  NSA  chief 
Adm.  Mike  Rogers  and  a  senior  Defense  Department  official  about  the  Pentagon's  cyber  budget.  Rep.  Elise  Stefanik,  who 
chairs  the  subpanel,  likely  will  ask  Rogers  about  the  country's  efforts  to  spur  the  development  of  artificial  intelligence.  The 
New  York  Republican  introduced  a  bill  last  month  that  would  create  an  independent  commission  to  help  ensure  the  U.S. 
doesn't  fall  behind  peer  competitors  in  the  bleeding-edge  field. 

TROUBLE  SPOT  -  The  Trump  administration  is  concerned  that  new  European  privacy  regulations  will  prohibit  the 
publication  of  information  about  the  owners  of  websites.  On  Tuesday,  Rob  Strayer,  the  deputy  assistant  secretary  of  State 
overseeing  cyber  policy,  highlighted  the  precarious  position  of  the  WHOIS  database  -  which  details  the  registrants  and 
operators  of  domain  names  -  under  the  European  Union's  forthcoming  data  privacy  rules,  known  as  the  General  Data 
Protection  Regulation. 

"If  there's  a  malicious  domain,  or  there's  an  intellectual-property-infringing  domain,  one  can  go  to  this  [WHOIS]  registry 
and  see  who  owns  that  domain  and  then  ask  them  to  take  action  with  regard  to  it,"  Strayer  said  at  a  U.S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce  event.  Under  GDPR,  which  takes  effect  on  May  25,  "there  [could]  be  limited  access  to  this  registry  -  what 
could  be  in  the  registry  and  who  could  have  access  to  it." 

"There's  been  very  little  guidance  put  out  by  the  European  Union  as  to  how  this  regulation  will  be  implemented,  what  kind 
of  use  cases  and  user  cases  will  be  permissible  under  it,"  added  Strayer.  "So  that  creates  a  lot  of  uncertainty  for  the 
private  sector." 
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The  Chamber  of  Commerce  used  the  event  to  unveil  its  new  Global  Digital  Policy  Declaration,  which  urges  the 
international  community  to  "view  cybersecurity  as  a  partnership  by  establishing  collaborations  between  the  government 
and  private  sector  and  by  focusing  on  protection  rather  than  mandatory  incident  reporting.” 

OUT  IN  THE  COMMUNITY  -  The  Election  Assistance  Commission,  the  federal  agency  that  advises  states  on  running 
elections,  will  hold  a  public  forum  next  Wednesday  to  discuss  a  new  wave  of  election  security  funding  and  efforts  to 
protect  the  upcoming  midterms.  "The  EAC  public  forum  is  the  first  of  its  kind  ahead  of  the  2018  election  and  will  be  an 
opportunity  for  state  and  local  election  officials  from  across  the  nation  to  provide  statements  about  their  election 
cybersecurity  efforts,"  the  agency  said  in  a  statement.  EAC  Chairman  Thomas  Hicks  and  Vice  Chair  Christy  McCormick 
will  attend  the  hearing,  along  with  the  head  of  the  EAC's  grants  program  and  various  local  officials.  They'll  discuss  the 
recent  $380  million  grant  package  that  Congress  approved  for  states  to  upgrade  their  election  systems  ahead  of  the  2018 
midterms. 

The  EAC  made  the  news  recently  when  House  Speaker  Paul  Ryan  declined  to  renew  the  term  of  its  third  commissioner, 
Matthew  Masterson,  who  led  the  agency  in  the  aftermath  of  the  hacker-plagued  2016  election  and  made  cybersecurity  a 
top  priority.  Masterson  is  now  working  on  election  security  issues  at  DHS. 

RANSOMWARE,  STILL  A  BIG  THING  -  The  percentage  of  ransomware  involved  in  malware-related  cases  doubled  from 
year  to  year  in  Verizon's  annual,  comprehensive  report  on  data  breaches  out  Tuesday.  Ransomware  was  found  in  700 
instances,  or  39  percent  of  the  cases  reviewed  from  Nov.  1 , 201 6,  to  Oct.  31 , 201 7. 

Overall,  Verizon  analyzed  more  than  53,000  cybersecurity  incidents  and  over  2,300  data  breaches  from  65  countries. 
Another  conclusion:  The  human  factor  is  an  ongoing  key  weakness,  with  financial  pretexting  -  where  an  identity  thief  tricks 
a  victim  into  giving  over  personal  information  -  and  phishing  representing  98  percent  of  social  incidents  and  93  percent  of 
breaches. 

ANY  PORT  IN  A  STORM  -  This  year's  Cyber  Storm  exercise,  a  massive  Homeland  Security  Department  drill  that  began 
Tuesday,  has  an  element  of  election  security  to  it.  The  focus  of  the  DHS  exercise  is  on  critical  manufacturing  and 
transportation  sectors,  but  two  participating  states  asked  for  some  election  security  scenarios,  according  to  a  department 
official.  In  all,  seven  states  are  taking  part:  Colorado,  Delaware,  Iowa,  Montana,  Texas,  Virginia  and  Washington. 

WINNING  TIME  -  Lewis  University  came  up  victorious  in  the  Energy  Department's  annual  cyber  defense  competition, 

DOE  announced  Tuesday.  Held  across  three  national  labs,  the  competition  saw  25  universities  try  to  defend  their 
networks  against  simulated  attacks.  "Competition  breeds  excellence,"  Energy  Secretary  Rick  Perry  said.  "It  brings  out  the 
best  in  us.  And  when  America's  cyber  experts  are  challenging  one  another  on  the  virtual  battlefield,  we  all  win."

Bossert  reported  directly  to  Trump,  but  according  to  The  New  York  Times,  Bolton  is  reorganizing  the  NSC  so  that  the 
homeland  security  adviser  reports  only  to  him.  This  would  also  bring  the  cyber  portfolio  more  directly  under  the  national 
security  adviser's  supervision  -  a  reversal  of  the  current  Trump  NSC  setup.  And  given  that  Bolton  has  "publicly  spoken 
before  about  wanting  to  be  more  aggressive  on  cyber,"  said  a  former  NSC  cyber  official,  "we  could  potentially  see  a  more 
assertive  use  of  cyber  as  a  foreign  policy  tool  going  forward."  Cory  detailed  Bolton's  years  of  bellicose  cyber  rhetoric  in  a 
piece  last  month. 

This  approach  could  have  serious  consequences,  a  former  senior  White  House  national  security  official  cautioned.  "We 
are  very  vulnerable  to  retaliation  through  cyberspace,  in  a  way  that  we  are  not  in  the  physical  domain,"  the  former  official 
said.  "I'm  not  saying  you  can't  or  shouldn't  use  cyber  tools  as  part  of  your  national  security  toolbox,  but  that  you  should  be 
cautious  and  careful  in  doing  so."

A  ROUNDUP  OF  FACEBOOK'S  BIG  DAY  -Facebook  CEO  Mark  Zuckerberg  emerged  from  Tuesday's  Senate  hearing 
largely  unscathed,  to  the  point  that  his  company's  stock  jumped.  Lawmakers  kicked  off  the  joint  Judiciary-Commerce  hearing 
by  indicating  how  worried  they  were  about  how  Facebook  protected  user  information,  after  Cambridge  Analytica,  a  data 
analytics  firm  that  worked  with  the  Trump  campaign,  improperly  obtained  data  on  at  least  87  million  users.  "If  you  and  other 
social  media  companies  do  not  get  your  act  in  order,  none  of  us  are  going  to  have  privacy  anymore,"  said  Sen.  Bill  Nelson. 
But  in  a  live  analysis  of  the  hearing,  the  POLITICO  team  covering  it  largely  concluded  that  Zuckerberg  had  managed  to 
avoid  any  major  pitfalls,  although  maybe  he  didn't  do  much  to  pave  over  his  company's  problems. 

The  hearing  did  make  some  news,  however.Zuckerbera  confirmed  that  special  counsel  Robert  Mueller  had  contacted  his 
company  as  part  of  its  probe  into  2016  election  interference.  He  also  said  Facebook  notified  political  campaigns  when  it  saw 
Russian  hackers  trying  to  break  into  their  pages,  although  Hillary  Clinton's  campaign  said  that's  news  to  them.  Facebook  did 
not,  however,  alert  the  FTC  to  the  Cambridge  Analytica  incident,  Zuckerberg  said. 

The  33-year-old  billionaire  also  saidhe  did  not  have  any  information  on  whether  Cambridge  Analvticastored  any  user 
data  on  Russian  servers,  and  acknowledged  Facebook  could  have  booted  the  data  firm  much  earlier,  in  2015,  based  on  its 
policies. 
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On  some  policy  questions,  Zuckerbera  offered  tentative  support  for  a  rule  requiring  companies  to  issue  data-breach 
notifications  within  72  hours,  and  said  internet  service  providers  and  other  kinds  of  tech  companies  should  have  different 
privacy-protection  rules. 

Also:  Zuckerberg  said  he  didn't  consider  his  company  a  monopoly.  And  however  successful  he  was  at  the  hearing,  Sen. 
Richard  Blumenthal  still  expressed  skepticism.  "We've  seen  the  apology  tours  before,"  Blumenthal  said.  "Unless  there  are 
specific  rules  and  requirements  enforced  by  an  outside  agency,  I  have  no  assurance  that  these  kinds  of  vague  commitments 
are  going  to  produce  action."  Here's  an  overarching  rundown  of  the  hearing,  and  key  moments. 

And  remember:  Zuckerberg  is  back  at  it  this  morning,  testifying  before  the  House  Energy  and  Commerce  Committee.  As 
our  Morning  Tech  friends  report,  House  lawmakers  have  said  they  still  have  a  series  of  outstanding  questions  for  the  tech 
executive:  A  GOP  committee  aide  confirmed  that  Chairman  Greg  Walden  spoke  with  Zuckerberg  ahead  of  the  hearing. 
Walden  has  said  he's  interested  in  developing  a  better  understanding  of  how  user  data  is  collected  and  shared  by  the 
platform.  And  he's  not  the  only  one  who'd  still  like  to  get  more  clarity  on  the  subject.  "For  me,  I  am  deeply  concerned  with 
Facebook's  inability  to  pinpoint  exactly  where  some  of  this  personal  information  may  have  ended  up,  and  whether  Mr. 
Zuckerberg  can  definitively  say  that  it  is  not  in  the  hands  of  any  foreign  governments  that  could  seek  to  exploit  it,"  Rep.  Bob 
Latta,  chairman  of  the  Digital  Commerce  and  Consumer  Protection  Subcommittee,  said  in  a  statement. 

HOUSE  DOUBLEHEADER  -  The  House  Armed  Services  Committee  gavels  in  today  for  a  pair  of  hearings  focused 
exclusively  on  cyber  operations.  In  the  morning,  the  full  panel  will  hear  from  three  former  top  officials:  former  Homeland 
Security  secretaries  Jeh  Johnson  and  Michael  Chertoff,  and  former  NSA  chief  Keith  Alexander.  Their  comments  likely  will 
inform  lawmakers  as  they  prepare  to  assemble  their  annual  defense  policy  bill,  which  could  take  a  crack  at  better  defining 
the  military's  role  and  responsibilities  in  the  event  of  a  cyberattack. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  Emerging  Threats  and  Capabilities  Subcommittee  will  convene  to  hear  from  outgoing  NSA  chief  Adm. 
Mike  Rogers  and  a  senior  Defense  Department  official  about  the  Pentagon's  cyber  budget.  Rep.  Elise  Stefanik,  who  chairs 
the  subpanel,  likely  will  ask  Rogers  about  the  country's  efforts  to  spur  the  development  of  artificial  intelligence.  The  New 
York  Republican  introduced  a  bill  last  month  that  would  create  an  independent  commission  to  help  ensure  the  U.S.  doesn't 
fall  behind  peer  competitors  in  the  bleeding-edge  field. 

TROUBLE  SPOT  -  The  Trump  administration  is  concerned  that  new  European  privacy  regulations  will  prohibit  the 
publication  of  information  about  the  owners  of  websites.  On  Tuesday,  Rob  Strayer,  the  deputy  assistant  secretary  of  State 
overseeing  cyber  policy,  highlighted  the  precarious  position  of  the  WHOIS  database  -  which  details  the  registrants  and 
operators  of  domain  names  -  under  the  European  Union's  forthcoming  data  privacy  rules,  known  as  the  General  Data 
Protection  Regulation. 

"If  there's  a  malicious  domain,  or  there's  an  intellectual-property-infringing  domain,  one  can  go  to  this  [WHOIS]  registry 
and  see  who  owns  that  domain  and  then  ask  them  to  take  action  with  regard  to  it,"  Strayer  said  at  a  U.S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce  event.  Under  GDPR,  which  takes  effect  on  May  25,  "there  [could]  be  limited  access  to  this  registry  -  what  could 
be  in  the  registry  and  who  could  have  access  to  it." 

"There's  been  very  little  guidance  put  outby  the  European  Union  as  to  how  this  regulation  will  be  implemented,  what  kind 
of  use  cases  and  user  cases  will  be  permissible  under  it,"  added  Strayer.  "So  that  creates  a  lot  of  uncertainty  for  the  private 
sector." 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  used  the  eventto  unveil  its  newGIobal  Digital  Policy  Declaration,  which  urges  the 
international  community  to  "view  cybersecurity  as  a  partnership  by  establishing  collaborations  between  the  government  and 
private  sector  and  by  focusing  on  protection  rather  than  mandatory  incident  reporting." 

OUT  IN  THE  COMMUNITY  -The  Election  Assistance  Commission,  the  federal  agency  that  advises  states  on  running 
elections,  will  hold  a  public  forum  next  Wednesday  to  discuss  a  new  wave  of  election  security  funding  and  efforts  to  protect 
the  upcoming  midterms.  "The  EAC  public  forum  is  the  first  of  its  kind  ahead  of  the  2018  election  and  will  be  an  opportunity 
for  state  and  local  election  officials  from  across  the  nation  to  provide  statements  about  their  election  cybersecurity  efforts," 
the  agency  said  in  a  statement.  EAC  Chairman  Thomas  Hicks  and  Vice  Chair  Christy  McCormick  will  attend  the  hearing, 
along  with  the  head  of  the  EAC's  grants  program  and  various  local  officials.  They'll  discuss  the  recent  $380  million  grant 
package  that  Congress  approved  for  states  to  upgrade  their  election  systems  ahead  of  the  2018  midterms. 

The  EAC  made  the  news  recently  when  House  Speaker  Paul  Rvan  declined  to  renew  the  term  of  its  third  commissioner, 
Matthew  Masterson,  who  led  the  agency  in  the  aftermath  of  the  hacker-plagued  2016  election  and  made  cybersecurity  a  top 
priority.  Masterson  is  now  working  on  election  security  issues  at  DHS. 

RANSOMWARE,  STILL  A  BIG  THING  -The  percentage  of  ransomware  involved  in  malware-related  cases  doubled  from 
year  to  year  in  Verizon's  annual,  comprehensive  report  on  data  breaches  out  Tuesday.  Ransomware  was  found  in  700 
instances,  or  39  percent  of  the  cases  reviewed  from  Nov.  1, 2016,  to  Oct.  31, 2017. 

Overall,  Verizon  analyzed  more  than  53,000  cybersecurity  incidents  and  over  2,300  data  breaches  from  65  countries. 
Another  conclusion:  The  human  factor  is  an  ongoing  key  weakness,  with  financial  pretexting  -  where  an  identity  thief  tricks  a 
victim  into  giving  over  personal  information  -  and  phishing  representing  98  percent  of  social  incidents  and  93  percent  of 
breaches. 
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ANY  PORT  IN  A  STORM  -This  year's  Cyber  Storm  exercise,  a  massive  Homeland  Security  Department  drill  that  began 
T uesday,  has  an  element  of  election  security  to  it.  The  focus  of  the  DHS  exercise  is  on  critical  manufacturing  and 
transportation  sectors,  but  two  participating  states  asked  for  some  election  security  scenarios,  according  to  a  department 
official.  In  all,  seven  states  are  taking  part:  Colorado,  Delaware,  Iowa,  Montana,  Texas,  Virginia  and  Washington. 

WINNING  TIME  -  Lewis  University  came  up  victorious  in  the  Energy  Department's  annual  cyber  defense  competition,  DOE 
announced  Tuesday.  Held  across  three  national  labs,  the  competition  saw  25  universities  try  to  defend  their  networks 
against  simulated  attacks.  "Competition  breeds  excellence,"  Energy  Secretary  Rick  Perry  said.  "It  brings  out  the  best  in  us. 
And  when  America's  cyber  experts  are  challenging  one  another  on  the  virtual  battlefield,  we  all  win."

RUSSIAN  FIRMS  DECRY  CYBER  SANCTIONS  -  U.S.  sanctions  on  Russian  companies  accused  of  helping  the  Kremlin 
launch  cyberattacks  caught  the  security  research  community  and  several  of  the  targeted  firms  off  guard.  The  Treasury 
Department  sanctions  announced  Monday  seek  to  punish  Digital  Security,  the  Kvant  Scientific  Research  Institute  and 
Divetechnoservices,  along  with  two  companies  that  the  U.S.  says  are  "owned  or  controlled"  by  Digital  Security:  ERPScan 
and  Embedi.  But  cyber  experts  were  surprised  to  see  ERPScan  and  Embedi  on  the  list.  The  companies  are  "key  infosec 
vendors,"  tweeted  independent  security  researcher  Kevin  Beaumont.  ERPScan  is  highly  respected  by  the  research  giant 
Gartner  for 

its  analysis  of  SAP  enterprise  security  platforms,  Beaumont  told  MC  in  an  email.  Embedi  is  well-known  for  finding  flaws  in 
Intel's  computer  chips.  "There  is  either  a  huge  mistake  or  the  US  knows  something  amazing  we  don't,"  said  a  respected 
security  researcher  who  goes  by  the  pseudonym  "the  grugq." 

The  companies  claim  to  be  just  as  surprised.  Alexander  Polyakov,  ERPScan's  founder  and  chief  technology  officer,  told 
CyberScoop  that  his  company  was  not  a  subsidiary  of  Digital  Security.  Alex  Kruglov,  Embedi's  marketing  chief,  told 
CyberScoop  that  the  company  had  "never  worked  for  [the]  Russian  government."  He  also  denied  that  his  company  was  a 
Digital  Security  subsidiary,  though  he  admitted  that  some  Embedi  researchers  and  the  company's  current  CEO  used  to 
work  there. 

The  situation  is  likely  the  product  of  the  peculiar  job  market  for  digital  security  researchers,  many  of  whom  move 
frequently  between  government  and  industry.  "I  guess  these  companies  may  have  hired  people  with  interesting 
backgrounds,"  Beaumont  said.  "One  thing  with  hardcore  cybersecurity  research  -  there's  a  very  limited  talent  pool." 
Beaumont  also  noted  that  "lots  of  researchers  get  into  bed  with  their  local  intelligence  agencies  at  some  stage."  Polyakov

told  Motherboard  that  the  U.S.  sanctioned  his  firm  simply  because  "I  and  some  of  my  peers  were  born  in  Russia." 

Democratic  lawmakers  praised  the  Treasury  Department  for  the  new  sanctions,  which  were  partly  issued  under  a  law  that 
Congress  passed  last  year  to  tighten  the  screws  on  Russia  and  other  foreign  adversaries.  The  move  "sends  an  important 
message  that  we  will  not  tolerate  Russia's  behavior,"  said  Sen.  Amy  Klobuchar,  though  she  added  that  "sanctions  alone 
will  not  stop  Russian  cyberattacks."  In  addition  to  the  companies,  the  sanctions  cover  three  Divetechnoservices 
executives.  "The  entities  designated  today  have  directly  contributed  to  improving  Russia's  cyber  and  underwater 
capabilities  through  their  work  with  the  FSB,"  Treasury  Secretary  Steven  Mnuchin  said  in  a  statement,  "and  therefore 
jeopardize  the  safety  and  security  of  the  United  States  and  our  allies."

WYDEN  OPENS  ELECTION  SECURITY  FRONTS  -  Sen.  Ron  Wyden  is  introducing  election  security  legislation  today  that 
requires  paper  ballots  and  "risk-limiting"  audits  that  verify  results.  Currently,  18  states  use  paperless  machines  in  at  least 
some  jurisdictions,  and  22  states  do  not  require  any  post-election  audits.  Wyden's  bill  counts  two  potential  Democratic 
presidential  hopefuls,  Sens.  Kirsten  Gillibrand  and  Elizabeth  Warren,  among  its  co-sponsors,  as  well  as  Patty  Murray,  the 
Senate's  No.  3  Democrat.  A  summary  of  the  legislation  from  Wyden's  office  asserts  that  the  subject  requires  federal 
action.  But:  "This  bill  is  the  least-intrusive  way  to  secure  federal  elections.  It  does  not  require 
federal  personnel  to  secure  or  monitor  states'  voting  infrastructure,  it  does  not  regulate  the  voting  technology 
manufacturers,  it  does  not  impose  detailed  technological  cybersecurity  standards  on  state  election  bodies,  nor  require  in- 
depth,  third-party  audits  of  states'  election  cybersecurity." 

On  Monday,  Wyden  wrote  to  the  Election  Assistance  Commission  about  what  kind  of  guidance  the  commission  was  giving 
states  on  the  recently  appropriated  $380  million  election  security  fund.  "Absent  guidance  from  the  EAC,  states  may  opt  to 
spend  these  new  funds  on  insecure  voting  technology,"  he  wrote  to  the  commission  in  a  letter  that  requested  up-to-date 
advice.  He  asked  whether  it  employs  full-time  technical  staff  with  cybersecurity  expertise,  and  whether  the  commission 
has  a  process  for  making  sure  EAC-verified  voting  systems  keep  up  with  the  best  cybersecurity  advice.  Additionally, 
Wyden  asked  what  outside  experts  the  commission  has  relied  on  since  2016,  since  Commissioner  Christy 
McCormick  last  year  dismissed  intelligence  community  conclusions  that  Russia  was  behind  the  U.S.  election  interference 
and  cited  John  McAfee,  a  cyber  pioneer  widely  known  these  days  for  his  eccentric  commentary. 

WARNER  TALKS  CYBER  BIG  PICTURE  -  Mark  Warner,  the  top  Democrat  on  the  Senate  Intelligence  Committee, 
contends  that  the  U.S.  military  is  misguided  in  its  spending  priorities  on  cyber.

There  are  no  rules  of  the  road  in 
cyberspace,  which  leaves  us  open  to  an  accidental  conflict." 
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Furthermore,  the  U.S.  is  not  leading  enough  internationally.  "When  it  comes  to  cyber  norms,  we  are  allowing  other  nations 
to  write  the  playbook,"  Warner  told  an  audience  that  included  the  NSA  workforce.  "All  of  you  in  this  room  know  better  than 
anyone  that  creating  universal  cyber  norms  is  not  an  easy  task.  We  will  need  the  help  of  everyone  in  this  room  to  strike 
the  right  balance  between  protecting  our  national  security  without  stifling  innovation  and  our  companies'  competitive 
edge."  The  approach  to  developing  international  cyber  norms  could  follow  the  tack  the  U.S.  took  during  the  nuclear  arms 
race  when  it  waged  an  international  campaign  to  highlight  the  dangers  of  atomic  weapons. 

"Today,  we  need  to  undertake  a  similar  campaign  to  work  with  other  countries  to  set  forth  a  common  set  of  standards 
governing  cyber,"  Warner  said.  "We  need  strong  and  predictable  rules  that  keeps  people,  products,  ideas,  and  capital 
flowing.  And  that  also  protect  our  critical  systems  and  national  infrastructure."

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HI,  I'M  APPLE  (NOT  REALLY)  -  Researchers  today  are  releasing  findings  about  a  vulnerability  in  eight  top  security 
vendors  that  effectively  allows  hackers  to  impersonate  Apple  and  place  malicious  code  in  macOS  products.  Identity 
security  firm  Okta  said  it  had  notified  the  vendors  about  the  "code  signing"  trick  and  patches  were  on  the  way.  "By 
exploiting  this  vulnerability,  threat  actors  can  trick  even  the  most  security  savvy  people  and  bypass  a  core  security 
function  that  most  end  users  don't  know  or  think  about  as  they  go  about  their  digital  activities,"  wrote  Matias  Brutti,  director 
of  Okta  REX,  its  Research  &  Exploitation  Team.  "And,  with  the  proliferation  of  apps  for  the  workplace  and 
personal  use  in  everybody's  daily  lives,  bad  actors  can  easily  abuse  this  vulnerability." 

SYSADMINS  TAKE  NOTE  -  Hackers  could  have  exploited  a  flaw  in  popular  video  processing  devices  to  completely 
commandeer  the  boxes  and  jump  to  other  parts  of  a  network,  the  security  firm  Rapid7  revealed  today.  The  firm's 
researchers  discovered  a  vulnerability  in  Crestron  Electronics'  DGE-100  box,  which  are  commonly  installed  in  offices  to 
boost  the  features  of  touchscreen  displays.  The  DGE-100's  product  page  says  it  "provides  for  the  creation  of  a  completely 
custom  graphical  environment  combining  advanced  controls  for  audio  &  video,  lighting,  shades,  HVAC,  security,  and  other 
functions  with  dual-window  video  display,  annotation,  audio  feedback,  and  web  browsing."  The  flaw  in  the  product's 
Crestron  Console  service  meant  that  if  a  DGE-100  box's  owner  didn't  set  an  administrator  password,  anyone  could  gain 
root  access  to  the  device  and  turn  it  into  "a  persistent  'beachhead'  into  the  affected  network,"  according  to  Rapid7's 
analysis.  Crestron  issued  a  patch  on  June  4,  two  months  after  Rapid7  first  alerted  it  to  the  threat,  and  the  manufacturer 
said  there  was  "no  evidence  of  any  customers  being  impacted  by  this  issue."  Rapid7  encouraged  DGE-100  owners  to 
immediately  update  their  firmware  and  ensure  that  their  boxes  had  administrator  passwords.

The  Treasury 
Department  sanctions  announced  Monday  seek  to  punish  Digital  Security,  the  Kvant  Scientific  Research  Institute  and 
Divetechnoservices,  along  with  two  companies  that  the  U.S.  says  are  "owned  or  controlled"  by  Digital  Security:  ERPScan 
and  Embedi.  But  cyber  experts  were  surprised  to  see  ERPScan  and  Embedi  on  the  list.  The  companies  are  "key  infosec 
vendors,"  tweeted  independent  security  researcher  Kevin  Beaumont.  ERPScan  is  highly  respected  by  the  research  giant 
Gartner  for  its  analysis  of  SAP  enterprise  security  platforms,  Beaumont  told  MC  in  an  email.  Embedi  is  well-known  for  finding 
flaws  in  Intel's  computer  chips.  "There  is  either  a  huge  mistake  or  the  US  knows  something  amazing  we  don't.Said  a 
respected  security  researcher  who  goes  by  the  pseudonym  "the  grugq." 

The  companies  claim  to  be  just  as  surprised.  Alexander  Polyakov,  ERPScan's  founder  and  chief  technology  officer, tojd 
CyberScoop  that  his  company  was  not  a  subsidiary  of  Digital  Security.  Alex  Kruglov,  Embedi's  marketing  chief,  told 
CyberScoop  that  the  company  had  "never  worked  for  [the]  Russian  government."  He  also  denied  that  his  company  was  a 
Digital  Security  subsidiary,  though  he  admitted  that  some  Embedi  researchers  and  the  company's  current  CEO  used  to  work 
there. 

The  situation  is  likely  the  product  of  the  peculiar  job  market  for  digital  security  researchers,  many  of  whom  move 
frequently  between  government  and  industry.

PANEL  TAKES  ON  ELECTION  MEDDLING  — The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  today  dives  into  election  interference, 
especially  how  law  enforcement  is  equipped  to  deal  with  it.  The  panel  will  hear  from  Adam  Hickey,  deputy  assistant  attorney 
general  in  the  Justice  Department's  National  Security  Division,  and  Matthew  Masterson,  a  senior  adviser  on  election  security 
at  DHS,  among  others.  A  Senate  aide  told  MC  that  Democrats  are  expected  to  cover  the  waterfront,  including  what's  being 
done,  what  else  can  be  done,  what  laws  apply,  WikiLeaks  and  the  Trump  tower  meeting  between  campaign  officials  and  a 
Russian  lawyer. 

WE  ALL  LIVE  IN  A  HACKED  SUBMARINE  — A  top  Senate  Democrat  seemingly  confirmed  that  Chinese  hackers 
successfully  stole  massive  amounts  of  data  about  U.S.  Navy  submarine  programs  from  a  government  contractor.  The  "very 
serious"  incident  "involved  information  that  in  itself  may  not  have  been  classified  but  cumulatively  is  very  revealing  of 
programs,"  Sen.  Jack  Reed,  the  ranking  member  on  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee,  told  reporters  on  Monday. 
Investigators  blame  the  digital  attack  on  the  Chinese  Ministry  of  State  Security.  The  theft  has  special  meaning  to  Reed,  as 
the  contractor  was  reportedly  working  for  an  organization  at  Naval  Station  Newport  in  his  home  state.  Reed  said  he  spoke 
with  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  Adm.  John  Richardson  to  "one,  make  sure  they  were  thoroughly  evaluating  the  impact  of  the 
breach;  two,  that  they  were  going  to  hold  accountable  the  responsible  parties;  and  three,  that  they  were  going  to  ensure  that 
will  prevent  any  further  encroachments  like  this  if  at  all  possible." 

HI,  I'M  APPLE  (NOT  REALLY)—  Researchers  today  are  releasing  findings  about  a  vulnerability  in  eight  top  security 
vendors  that  effectively  allows  hackers  to  impersonate  Apple  and  place  malicious  code  in  macOS  products.  Identity  security 
firm  Okta  said  it  had  notified  the  vendors  about  the  "code  signing"  trick  and  patches  were  on  the  way.  "By  exploiting  this 
vulnerability,  threat  actors  can  trick  even  the  most  security  savvy  people  and  bypass  a  core  security  function  that  most  end 
users  don't  know  or  think  about  as  they  go  about  their  digital  activities,"  wrote  Matias  Brutti,  director  of  Okta  REX,  its 
Research  &  Exploitation  Team.  "And,  with  the  proliferation  of  apps  for  the  workplace  and  personal  use  in  everybody's  daily 
lives,  bad  actors  can  easily  abuse  this  vulnerability." 

SYSADMINS  TAKE  NOTE  —  Hackers  could  have  exploited  a  flaw  in  popular  video  processing  devices  to  completely 
commandeer  the  boxes  and  jump  to  other  parts  of  a  network,  the  security  firm  Rapid7  revealed  today.  The  firm's 
researchers  discovered  a  vulnerability  in  Crestron  Electronics’  DGE-100  box,  which  are  commonly  installed  in  offices  to 
boost  the  features  of  touchscreen  displays.  The  DGE-1 00's  product  page  savs  it  "provides  for  the  creation  of  a  completely 
custom  graphical  environment  combining  advanced  controls  for  audio  &  video,  lighting,  shades,  HVAC,  security,  and  other 
functions  with  dual-window  video  display,  annotation,  audio  feedback,  and  web  browsing."  The  flaw  in  the  product's 
Crestron  Console  service  meant  that  if  a  DGE-100  box's  owner  didn't  set  an  administrator  password,  anyone  could  gain  root 
access  to  the  device  and  turn  it  into  "a  persistent  'beachhead'  into  the  affected  network,"  according  to  Rapid7's  analysis. 
Crestron  issued  a  patch  on  June  4,  two  months  after  Rapid7  first  alerted  it  to  the  threat,  and  the  manufacturer  said  there  was 
"no  evidence  of  any  customers  being  impacted  by  this  issue."  Rapid7  encouraged  DGE-100  owners  to  immediately  update 
their  firmware  and  ensure  that  their  boxes  had  administrator  passwords. 

ON  YOUR  MARKS,  GET  SET...  — The  U.S.  Cyber  Challenge  is  getting  ready  to  launch  its  2018  boot  camps  with  an  event 
at  Virginia  Tech  that  will  bring  together  students  for  "intensive  instruction  by  some  of  the  nation's  leading  cybersecurity 
experts,"  the  organization  said  Monday.  The  June  18-22  boot  camp  will  feature  classes  on  subjects  like  Windows  memory 
forensics  and  penetration  testing.  Cyber  experts  will  visit  the  students  on  Wednesday  for  a  lunch  discussion  about  "the 
needs  our  country  has  today  for  talented  individuals  in  cybersecurity  and  the  hurdles  employers  face  in  both  acquiring  talent 
and  retaining  the  talent,"  according  to  a  statement.  The  boot  camp  is  the  first  of  four  S|U£f^<g)g|^r^gc^g^pi^^-j^^)untry 


this  summer;  the  others  will  take  place  in  Delaware,  Illinois  and  Nevada.  DHS,  the  Center  for  Internet  Security  and  Amazon, 
among  other  entities,  have  partnered  to  fund  the  training  sessions.  Karen  Evans,  national  director  of  the  U.S.  Cyber 
Challenge,  said  her  group's  goal  was  to  "help  these  talented  individuals  strengthen  their  skill  sets  in  information  security  and 
begin  a  path  toward  their  dream  career  and  securing  our  nation's  government  and  economy."

Dear  Commissioners  Hicks  and  McCormick: 

I  write  to  inquire  about  the  Election  Assistance  Commission’s  (EAC)  efforts  to  help 
states  improve  the  cybersecurity  of  elections. 

In  2005,  the  EAC  published  the  Voluntary  Voting  System  Guidelines  (VVSG)- 
recommendations  designed  to  ensure  state  voting  systems  guarantee  “basic  functionality, 
accessibility,  and  security.”  These  guidelines  serve  as  suggestions  to  the  states  and 
producers  of  voting  technology-several  of  which  cite  compliance  with  the  VVSG  as 
evidence  that  their  products  are  secure. 

In  2007,  the  National  Institute  of  Standards  and  Technology  (NIST)  compiled  a  set  of 
suggested  changes  to  the  VVSG,  including  recommending  the  use  of  voter- verifiable 
paper  ballots.  The  EAC  subsequently  rejected  these  recommendations.  Although  the 
EAC  has  made  revisions  to  the  VVSG  since,  the  guidelines  still  encourage  states  to 
adopt  policies-including  certifying  machines  that  make  auditing  difficult  and  permitting 
voting  systems  to  be  connected  to  the  intemet-that  are  wildly  inconsistent  with  modem 
cybersecurity  best  practices. 

Given  the  well-resourced,  organized,  and  persistent  threat  posed  by  foreign  governments 
to  the  integrity  of  our  elections,  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  the  EAC  promote  the 
use  of  secure  voting  technologies  and  practices.  Indeed,  earlier  this  year,  congress 
recognized  the  importance  of  election  security  by  appropriating  $380  million  for  the 
EAC  to  distribute  to  states  for  election  technology  and  security  upgrades. 

Absent  guidance  from  the  EAC,  some  states  may  opt  to  spend  these  new  funds  on 
insecure  voting  technology.  Election  security  experts  have  worked  tirelessly  to 
understand  and  articulate  the  vulnerabilities  certain  types  of  machines  can  introduce  into 
elections.  For  instance,  paperless  ‘direct-recording  electronic’  (DRE)  machines  cannot 
be  meaningfully  audited  and  leave  voters  unsure  whether  their  vote  will  be  properly 
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tabulated.  Newer  voting  technologies,  including  ‘voter  verified  paper  audit  trails’ 
(VVPAT)  voting  machines  and  ‘ballot  marking  devices’  (BMD)  that  generate  non¬ 
human  readable  printouts  like  barcodes,  theoretically  allow  voters  to  verify  their  ballots. 
Security  experts  agree,  however,  that  in  practice  these  machines  do  not  substantially 
increase  election  security  and  in  fact  enable  cyberattacks  through  malware  and  system 
failure.  Failing  to  clearly  impart  this  knowledge  to  the  states  would  be  a  tremendous 
wasted  opportunity. 

Beyond  voter  verification,  it  is  important  that  voting  machines  employ  basic  cyber 
hygiene.  Specifically,  voting  machines  and  the  computers  used  to  program  them  should 
never  be  connected  to  the  internet,  nor  should  remote  administration  software  ever  be 
installed  on  them. 

The  EAC  must  act  to  secure  our  elections  from  advanced  cyber  threats.  In  particular,  the 
EAC  should  issue  up-to-date  guidelines  that  incorporate  the  recommendations  of 
cybersecurity  experts.  The  EAC  should  also  promptly  advise  states  against  using  EAC- 
distributed  federal  funds  to  purchase  insecure  voting  technologies-described  above- 
which  violate  cybersecurity  best  practices.  I  would  also  appreciate  responses  to  the 
following  questions  by  July  15,  2018: 

1 .  Does  the  EAC  currently  employ  any  full-time  technical  staff  with  demonstrated 
expertise  in  cybersecurity? 

a.  If  yes,  please  describe  their  roles  and  responsibilities. 

b.  If  not,  please  explain  why. 

2.  What  are  the  EAC’s  processes  for  ensuring  that  EAC-certified  voting  systems 
used  by  states  are  properly  maintained  by  manufacturers  and  administrators  such 
that  they  adhere  to  cybersecurity  best  practices? 

3.  Has  the  EAC  ever  revoked  the  certification  of  a  voting  system  because  of  a 
cybersecurity  issue? 

a.  If  yes,  please  provide  a  record  of  any  such  instances. 

b.  If  no,  does  this  mean  that  the  EAC  believes  that  all  previously  certified 
voting  machines  are  still  secure? 

4.  How  will  the  EAC  ensure  that  the  cybersecurity  concerns  outlined  by 
cybersecurity  experts,  including  those  at  NIST,  are  properly  conveyed  to  states 
as  the  states  determine  how  to  spend  their  share  of  the  $380  million  dollars 
recently  appropriated  by  Congress? 

5.  Does  the  EAC  support  the  common-sense  requirement  for  open-ended 
investigation  of  potential  vulnerabilities,  such  as  penetration  testing,  red 
teaming,  or  open-ended  vulnerability  testing,  in  voting  systems  by  an 
independent  body  of  experts  before  certification? 

a.  If  not,  please  explain  why. 

b.  If  yes,  please  describe  what  steps,  if  any,  the  EAC  has  taken  to  facilitate  or 
encourage  these  robust  cybersecurity-testing  practices. 
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6.  In  a  public  letter  on  January  7,  2017,  Commissioner  McCormick  dismissed  the 
intelligence  community’s  assessment  that  Russia  engaged  in  election  interference 
in  2016.  In  support  of  this  claim,  Commissioner  McCormick  cited  statements 
made  by  John  McAfee  during  a  TV  appearance  on  Russia  Today  on  January  6, 
2017.  In  her  letter,  Commissioner  McCormick  described  Mr.  McAfee  as  a  “cyber 
security  expert.”  Please  identify  all  of  the  other  cybersecurity  experts  the  EAC 
has  relied  upon  for  advice  since  January  2016.

Dear  Commissioners  Hicks  and  McCormick: 

I  write  to  inquire  about  the  Election  Assistance  Commission’s  (EAC)  efforts  to  help 
states  improve  the  cybersecurity  of  elections. 

In  2005,  the  EAC  published  the  Voluntary  Voting  System  Guidelines  (VVSG)- 
recommendations  designed  to  ensure  state  voting  systems  guarantee  “basic  functionality, 
accessibility,  and  security.”  These  guidelines  serve  as  suggestions  to  the  states  and 
producers  of  voting  technology-several  of  which  cite  compliance  with  the  VVSG  as 
evidence  that  their  products  are  secure. 

In  2007,  the  National  Institute  of  Standards  and  Technology  (NIST)  compiled  a  set  of 
suggested  changes  to  the  VVSG,  including  recommending  the  use  of  voter- verifiable 
paper  ballots.  The  EAC  subsequently  rejected  these  recommendations.  Although  the 
EAC  has  made  revisions  to  the  VVSG  since,  the  guidelines  still  encourage  states  to 
adopt  policies-including  certifying  machines  that  make  auditing  difficult  and  permitting 
voting  systems  to  be  connected  to  the  intemet-that  are  wildly  inconsistent  with  modem 
cybersecurity  best  practices. 

Given  the  well-resourced,  organized,  and  persistent  threat  posed  by  foreign  governments 
to  the  integrity  of  our  elections,  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  the  EAC  promote  the 
use  of  secure  voting  technologies  and  practices.  Indeed,  earlier  this  year,  congress 
recognized  the  importance  of  election  security  by  appropriating  $380  million  for  the 
EAC  to  distribute  to  states  for  election  technology  and  security  upgrades. 

Absent  guidance  from  the  EAC,  some  states  may  opt  to  spend  these  new  funds  on 
insecure  voting  technology.  Election  security  experts  have  worked  tirelessly  to 
understand  and  articulate  the  vulnerabilities  certain  types  of  machines  can  introduce  into 
elections.  For  instance,  paperless  ‘direct-recording  electronic’  (DRE)  machines  cannot 
be  meaningfully  audited  and  leave  voters  unsure  whether  their  vote  will  be  properly 
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tabulated.  Newer  voting  technologies,  including  ‘voter  verified  paper  audit  trails’ 
(VVPAT)  voting  machines  and  ‘ballot  marking  devices’  (BMD)  that  generate  non¬ 
human  readable  printouts  like  barcodes,  theoretically  allow  voters  to  verify  their  ballots. 
Security  experts  agree,  however,  that  in  practice  these  machines  do  not  substantially 
increase  election  security  and  in  fact  enable  cyberattacks  through  malware  and  system 
failure.  Failing  to  clearly  impart  this  knowledge  to  the  states  would  be  a  tremendous 
wasted  opportunity. 

Beyond  voter  verification,  it  is  important  that  voting  machines  employ  basic  cyber 
hygiene.  Specifically,  voting  machines  and  the  computers  used  to  program  them  should 
never  be  connected  to  the  internet,  nor  should  remote  administration  software  ever  be 
installed  on  them. 

The  EAC  must  act  to  secure  our  elections  from  advanced  cyber  threats.  In  particular,  the 
EAC  should  issue  up-to-date  guidelines  that  incorporate  the  recommendations  of 
cybersecurity  experts.  The  EAC  should  also  promptly  advise  states  against  using  EAC- 
distributed  federal  funds  to  purchase  insecure  voting  technologies-described  above- 
which  violate  cybersecurity  best  practices.  I  would  also  appreciate  responses  to  the 
following  questions  by  July  15,  2018: 

1 .  Does  the  EAC  currently  employ  any  full-time  technical  staff  with  demonstrated 
expertise  in  cybersecurity? 

a.  If  yes,  please  describe  their  roles  and  responsibilities. 

b.  If  not,  please  explain  why. 

2.  What  are  the  EAC’s  processes  for  ensuring  that  EAC-certified  voting  systems 
used  by  states  are  properly  maintained  by  manufacturers  and  administrators  such 
that  they  adhere  to  cybersecurity  best  practices? 

3.  Has  the  EAC  ever  revoked  the  certification  of  a  voting  system  because  of  a 
cybersecurity  issue? 

a.  If  yes,  please  provide  a  record  of  any  such  instances. 

b.  If  no,  does  this  mean  that  the  EAC  believes  that  all  previously  certified 
voting  machines  are  still  secure? 

4.  How  will  the  EAC  ensure  that  the  cybersecurity  concerns  outlined  by 
cybersecurity  experts,  including  those  at  NIST,  are  properly  conveyed  to  states 
as  the  states  determine  how  to  spend  their  share  of  the  $380  million  dollars 
recently  appropriated  by  Congress? 

5.  Does  the  EAC  support  the  common-sense  requirement  for  open-ended 
investigation  of  potential  vulnerabilities,  such  as  penetration  testing,  red 
teaming,  or  open-ended  vulnerability  testing,  in  voting  systems  by  an 
independent  body  of  experts  before  certification? 

a.  If  not,  please  explain  why. 

b.  If  yes,  please  describe  what  steps,  if  any,  the  EAC  has  taken  to  facilitate  or 
encourage  these  robust  cybersecurity-testing  practices. 
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6.  In  a  public  letter  on  January  7,  2017,  Commissioner  McCormick  dismissed  the 
intelligence  community’s  assessment  that  Russia  engaged  in  election  interference 
in  2016.  In  support  of  this  claim,  Commissioner  McCormick  cited  statements 
made  by  John  McAfee  during  a  TV  appearance  on  Russia  Today  on  January  6, 
2017.  In  her  letter,  Commissioner  McCormick  described  Mr.  McAfee  as  a  “cyber 
security  expert.”  Please  identify  all  of  the  other  cybersecurity  experts  the  EAC 
has  relied  upon  for  advice  since  January  2016.

WHERE  SCOTUS  FINALISTS  STAND  -  President  Donald  Trump  is  expected  to  announce  his  pick  to  replace  Justice 
Anthony  Kennedy  tonight,  and  the  MC  team  dug  into  the  records  of  the  three  most  widely  reported  finalists  for  their 
positions  on  cybersecurity  and  related  topics: 

-  KAVANAUGH:  The  federal  judge  whom  Trump  appears  most  likely  to  nominate  has  a  history  of  embracing  warrantless 
surveillance  and  rejecting  Fourth  Amendment  challenges  to  it.  Judge  Brett  Kavanaugh  of  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the 
D.C.  Circuit  wrote  a  concurring  opinion  in  2015  when  the  court  declined  to  rehear  a  case  affirming  the  legality  of  the  NSA's 
warrantless  phone  metadata  collection  program.  The  operation,  exposed  by  former  NSA  contractor  Edward  Snowden  in 
2013,  "is  entirely  consistent  with  the  Fourth  Amendment,"  Kavanaugh  wrote,  citing  the  "third-party  doctrine"  that  says 
records  collection  from  a  service  provider  like  a  phone  company  does  not  constitute  a  search  of  the 
customer.  (Months  earlier,  Congress  had  enacted  a  law  requiring  the  NSA  to  stop  collecting  the  records  itself  and  begin 
requesting  them  from  the  phone  companies.)  Furthermore,  he  wrote,  a  "critical  national  security  need  outweighs  the 
impact  on  privacy  occasioned  by  this  program." 

Five  years  earlier,  Kavanaugh  dissented  from  the  court's  decision  not  to  reconsider  its  ruling  that  authorities  had  violated  a 
suspect's  Fourth  Amendment  rights  by  placing  a  GPS  tracker  on  his  car  without  a  warrant.  The  ruling  was  "inconsistent" 
with  judicial  precedent,  Kavanaugh  and  other  Republican  appointees  argued.  According  to  them,  the  suspect  had  no 
reasonable  expectation  of  privacy  in  his  public  movements,  and  so  the  court  should  have  heeded  a  1983  Supreme  Court 
ruling  that  allowed  warrantless  monitoring  of  a  vehicle's  physical  movements.  Interestingly,  though,  Kavanaugh  wrote  a 
separate  statement  arguing  that  the  government  might  have  violated  the  suspect's  Fourth  Amendment 
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property  right  by  tampering  with  his  vehicle.  In  a  landmark  Supreme  Court  decision  two  years  later,  Justice  Antonin  Scalia 
agreed  with  this  argument  and  cited  it  while  ruling  that  authorities  needed  a  warrant  to  attach  a  GPS  tracker  to  a  suspect's 
car. 

-  KETHLEDGE:  Judge  Raymond  Kethledge,  a  Michigan  resident,  has  served  on  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  6th 
Circuit  for  a  decade.  Most  notably,  he  wrote  the  court's  decision  in  Carpenter  v.  United  States,  which  argued  the 
government  was  right  to  convict  plaintiff  Timothy  Carpenter  on  armed  robbery  charges  after  law  enforcement  obtained 
cellphone  location  data  without  a  warrant  to  place  him  near  a  series  of  robberies.  The  key  question  was  whether 
cellphone  companies'  data  regarding  where  customers'  calls  are  placed  is  also  protected  by  the  Fourth  Amendment's 
shield  against  "unreasonable  search  and  seizure." 

Last  month  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  decision,  determining  that  the  government  must  get  a  warrant  to  obtain  cell 
site  location  information.  Chief  Justice  John  Roberts,  writing  for  the  majority,  argued  that  because  of  "the  unique  nature  of 
cell  phone  location  records,  the  fact  that  the  information  is  held  by  a  third  party  does  not  by  itself  overcome  the  user's 
claim  to  Fourth  Amendment  protection." 

-  BARRETT :  Only  selected  for  her  first  judicial  appointment  last  year,  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  7th  Circuit  Judge  Amy 
Coney  Barrett  has  yet  to  weigh  in  on  any  significant  cases  on  cybersecurity  or  similar  tech  issues.  And  her  prior  scholarly 
writings  -  which  drew  the  most  attention  during  her  Senate  Judiciary  hearing  last  year,  particularly  her  views  on  social 
issues  -  are  similarly  barren  on  the  subject. 

Nonetheless,  during  a  discussion  at  that  hearing  about  Roe  v.  Wade,  Barrett  declined  to  say  whether  she  personally 
thought  privacy  was  a  constitutionally  protected  right.  "The  court  has  quite  clearly  held  that  it  is,"  she  answered  Sen. 
Richard  Blumenthal.  Pressed  again,  she  responded,  "I  would  follow  all  court  precedent,  and  whether  I  agree  or  disagree 
would  be  beside  the  point  to  the  discharge  of  my  duties."  Pressed  a  third  time,  she  said,  "I  think  the  question  is  whether  I 
have  personal  views  that  would  be  appropriate  to  share  in  this  context,  given  the  misimpression  it  would  give  litigants  who 
might  appear  before  me  if  I  were  confirmed."  The  only  other  vague  hint  of  where  she  might  stand 
on  tech  and  privacy  goes  back  to  her  clerkship  under  Justice  Antonin  Scalia  from  1998  to  1999,  whose  views  on  those 
subjects  earned  him  grudging  admiration  from  civil  liberties  advocates. 

-  Take  two  for  Thomas  Hardiman,  from  our  friends  at  Morning  Tech:  After  reportedly  narrowing  his  list  down  to  three 
finalists,  Trump  is  giving  the  Third  Circuit  judge  an  eleventh-hour  second-glance.  Hardiman,  who  was  on  the  president's 
shortlist  the  last  time  there  was  a  Supreme  Court  vacancy,  has  faced  plenty  of  public  vetting  over  his  views  on  guns.  But 
here's  a  few  tech-related  cases  we've  dug  up  on  him:  he  was  part  of  a  panel  that  upheld  the  conviction  of  a  man  who 
made  violent  remarks  on  Facebook  after  the  Supreme  Court  remanded;  herevived  an  attorney's  lawsuit  challenging  the 
NSA's  electronic  surveillance  program,  writing  that  the  attorney  had  done  enough  to  tentatively  show  his 

Google,  Facebook  and  Dropbox  content  may  have  been  seized  in  the  dragnet;  and  he  has  authored  opinions  challenging 
the  rules  of  FCC  spectrum  auctions,  writing  in  2010  that  the  agency  had  failed  to  give  proper  notice  in  how  it  developed 
some  auction  rules  but  was  "loath"  to  unwind  the  results  of  the  auctions.

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THE  WEEK  AHEAD  -  Two  committees  hold  simultaneous  hearings  Wednesday  checking  in  on  election  security,  with  both 
the  Senate  Rules  and  House  Homeland  Security  panels  convening.  Election  Assistance  Commission  Chairman  Thomas 
Hicks  and  EAC  Vice  Chairwoman  Christy  McCormick  testify  before  the  Senate  Rules  Committee  in  the  first  group  of 
witnesses,  alongside  Matt  Masterson,  senior  cybersecurity  adviser  at  DHS,  and  Charles  Romine,  director  of  the 
information  technology  laboratory  at  technical  standards  agency  NIST.  Three  election  vendors  testify  in  the  second  group 
of  witnesses.  The  Homeland  Security  Committee  hasn't  yet  announced  its  witness  list,  although  its  reach  is  broader  than 
just  election 

security,  including  DHS's  performance  on  protecting  "other  critical  infrastructure." 

Also  Wednesday,  the  Senate  Commerce  Committee  will  meet  to  discuss  Meltdown  and  Spectre,  the  critical  processor 
flaw  discovered  earlier  this  year.  The  only  government  witness  is  Donna  Dodson,  chief  cybersecurity  adviser  and  director 
of  the  National  Cybersecurity  Center  of  Excellence  at  NIST.  Other  witnesses  come  from  ARM  -  a  chip  manufacturer  that 
was  affected  less  by  the  flaw  that  Intel  -  and  academia. 

As  if  Wednesday  wasn't  busy  enough,  the  House  Rules  Committee  weighs  what  kind  of  amendments  to  allow  to  an 
intelligence  policy  bill  (H.R.  6237),  and  as  usual  there  are  a  handful  of  cybersecurity  amendments  on  the  slate.  The 
boldest,  offered  by  Democratic  Rep.  Alcee  Hastings,  would  create  a  national  cybersecurity  coordinator,  chosen  by  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  National  Intelligence.  Members  of  both  parties  have  criticized  the  White  House  for  eliminating  its 
cybersecurity  coordinator  position.  The  bill  could  see  floor  action  this  week. 

WRONG  AGAIN  -  Trump  inaccurately  said  late  last  week  that  a  federal  judge's  decision  to  throw  out  a  lawsuit  related  to 
the  DNC  hack  proved  his  long-running  claim  that  the  entire  Russian  hacking  story  was  a  hoax.  "Just  won  lawsuit  filed  by 
the  DNC  and  a  bunch  of  Democrat  crazies  trying  to  claim  the  Trump  Campaign  (and  others),  colluded  with  Russia," 

Trump  tweeted  after  the  judge  tossed  the  lawsuit,  which  was  brought  by  DNC  donors  and  a  former  staffer,  not  the 
committee  itself. 

Right-wing  pundits  and  conservative  blogs  were  quick  to  repeat  Trump's  argument.  But  in  dismissing  the  lawsuit,  the 
judge  did  not  weigh  in  on  the  merits  of  the  plaintiffs'  claims,  which  centered  on  an  alleged  conspiracy  between  the  Trump 
campaign,  former  adviser  Roger  Stone,  the  Russian  government,  and  WikiLeaks  to  disrupt  the  2016  campaign  by 
publishing  stolen  Democratic  emails.  "It  bears  emphasizing  that  this  Court's  ruling  is  not  based  on  a  finding  that  there  was 
no  collusion  between  defendants  and  Russia  during  the  201 6  presidential  election,"  wrote  Judge  Ellen  Huvelle,  a  Bill 
Clinton  appointee  to  the  federal  district  court  in  Washington.  "This  is  the  wrong  forum  for  plaintiffs' 
lawsuit.  The  Court  takes  no  position  on  the  merits  of  plaintiffs'  claims." 

The  group  that  represented  the  plaintiffs  said  it  "respectfully  disagree[d]"  with  the  ruling  but  called  the  case  "far  from  over." 
"The  Court  recognizes  that  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  suggest  a  conspiracy  between  the  Trump  Campaign  and  the 
Kremlin,  but  believes  this  case  belongs  in  a  different  court,"  Ian  Bassin  of  Protect  Democracy  said  in  a  statement.  "What 
today's  decision  indicates  is  that  the  merits  of  this  case  will  proceed  somewhere." 

GEORGIA  STEPS  UP  IN  CYBER  -  State  government  agencies  and  universities  will  inaugurate  a  new  cybersecurity 
partnership  on  Tuesday  in  Augusta,  Ga.  The  aptly  named  Georgia  Cyber  Center  will  bring  together  the  Georgia  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  the  Georgia  Department  of  Defense,  the  City  of  Augusta,  Augusta  University,  the  Technical  College  System 
of  Georgia  and  other  organizations  "to  strengthen  cyber  defenses  and  combat  the  growing  number  and  complexity  of 
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cyberattacks,"  according  to  a  statement.  The  Hull  McKnight  Building,  home  of  the  cyber  center,  will  host  a  cyber  range 
where  students  and  professionals  can  test  their  skills  and  explore  new  technologies;  an  incubator  for  cutting-edge 
technologies;  a  shared  space  for  Augusta  University  and  Augusta  Technical  College  to  merge  their  resources  and 
classes;  and  a  cybercrime  forensics  center  where  Georgia's  many  law  enforcement  agencies  can  access  state 
investigators'  forensic  expertise.  Georgia  hailed  the  $100  million  building,  which  took  17  months  to  complete,  as  "the 
single  largest  investment  in  a  cybersecurity  facility  by  a  state  government  to  date,  strengthening  the  state  of  Georgia's 
position  as  a  national  leader  in  cybersecurity."

WHERE  SCOTUS  FINALISTS  STAND  —  President  Donald  Trump  is  expected  to  announce  his  pick  to  replace  Justice 
Anthony  Kennedy  tonight,  and  the  MC  team  dug  into  the  records  of  the  three  most  widely  reported  finalists  for  their  positions 
on  cybersecurity  and  related  topics: 

—  KAVANAUGH:  The  federal  judge  whom  Trump  appears  most  likely  to  nominate  has  a  history  of  embracing  warrantless 
surveillance  and  rejecting  Fourth  Amendment  challenges  to  it.  Judge  Brett  Kavanaugh  of  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the 
D.C.  Circuit  wrote  a  concurring  opinion  in  201 5  when  the  court  declined  to  rehear  a  case  affirming  the  legality  of  the  NSA's 
warrantless  phone  metadata  collection  program.  The  operation,  exposed  by  former  NSA  contractor  Edward  Snowden  in 
2013,  "is  entirely  consistent  with  the  Fourth  Amendment,"  Kavanaugh  wrote  .  citing  the  "third-party  doctrine"  that  says 
records  collection  from  a  service  provider  like  a  phone  company  does  not  constitute  a  search  of  the  customer.  (Months 
earlier,  Congress  had  enacted  a  Jaw  requiring  the  NSA  to  stop  collecting  the  records  itself  and  begin  requesting  them  from 
the  phone  companies.)  Furthermore,  he  wrote,  a  "critical  national  security  need  outweighs  the  impact  on  privacy  occasioned 
by  this  program." 

Five  years  earlier,  Kavanaugh  dissented  from  the  court's  decision  not  to  reconsider  itsrulina  that  authorities  had  violated  a 
suspect's  Fourth  Amendment  rights  by  placing  a  GPS  tracker  on  his  car  without  a  warrant.  The  ruling  was  "inconsistent"  with 
judicial  precedent,  Kavanaugh  and  other  Republican  appointees  argued.  According  to  them,  the  suspect  had  no  reasonable 
expectation  of  privacy  in  his  public  movements,  and  so  the  court  should  have  heeded  a  1 983  Supreme  Court  ruling  that 
allowed  warrantless  monitoring  of  a  vehicle's  physical  movements.  Interestingly,  though,  Kavanaugh  wrote  a  separate 
statement  arguing  that  the  government  might  have  violated  the  suspect's  Fourth  Amendment  property  right  by  tampering 
with  his  vehicle.  In  a  landmark  Supreme  Court  decision  two  years  later,  Justice  Antonin  Scalia  agreed  with  this  argument 
and  cited  it  while  ruling  that  authorities  needed  a  warrant  to  attach  a  GPS  tracker  to  a  suspect's  car. 

—  KETHLEDGE:  Judge  Raymond  Kethledge,  a  Michigan  resident,  has  served  on  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  6th 
Circuit  for  a  decade.  Most  notably,  he  wrote  the  court's  decision  in  Carpenter  v.  United  States,  which  argued  the  government 
was  right  to  convict  plaintiff  Timothy  Carpenter  on  armed  robbery  charges  after  law  enforcement  obtained  cellphone  location 
data  without  a  warrant  to  place  him  near  a  series  of  robberies.  The  key  question  was  whether  cellphone  companies'  data 
regarding  where  customers'  calls  are  placed  is  also  protected  by  the  Fourth  Amendment's  shield  against  "unreasonable 
search  and  seizure." 

Last  month  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  decision, determining  that  the  government  must  get  a  warrant  to  obtain  cell 
site  location  information.  Chief  Justice  John  Roberts,  writing  for  the  majority,  argued  that  because  of  "the  unique  nature  of 
cell  phone  location  records,  the  fact  that  the  information  is  held  by  a  third  party  does  not  by  itself  overcome  the  user's  claim 
to  Fourth  Amendment  protection." 

—  BARRETT:  Only  selected  for  her  first  judicial  appointment  last  year,  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  7th  Circuit  Judge  Amy 
Coney  Barrett  has  yet  to  weigh  in  on  any  significant  cases  on  cybersecurity  or  similar  tech  issues.  And  her  prior  scholarly 
writings  —  which  drew  the  most  attention  during  her  Senate  Judiciary  hearing  last  year,  particularly  her  views  on  social 
issues  —  are  similarly  barren  on  the  subject. 

Nonetheless,  during  a  discussion  at  that  hearing  about  Roe  v.  Wade,  Barrett  declined  to  say  whether  she  personally 
thought  privacy  was  a  constitutionally  protected  right.  "The  court  has  quite  clearly  held  that  it  is,"  she  answered  Sen.  Richard 
Blumenthal.  Pressed  again,  she  responded,  "I  would  follow  all  court  precedent,  and  whether  I  agree  or  disagree  would  be 
beside  the  point  to  the  discharge  of  my  duties."  Pressed  a  third  time,  she  said,  "I  think  the  question  is  whether  I  have 
personal  views  that  would  be  appropriate  to  share  in  this  context,  given  the  misimpression  it  would  give  litigants  who  might 
appear  before  me  if  I  were  confirmed."  The  only  other  vague  hint  of  where  she  might  stand  on  tech  and  privacy  goes  back  to 
her  clerkship  under  Justice  Antonin  Scalia  from  1998  to  1999,  whose  views  on  those  subjects  earned  him  grudging 
admiration  from  civil  liberties  advocates. 

—  Take  two  for  Thomas  Hardiman,from  our  friends  at  Morning  Tech:  After  reportedly  narrowing  his  list  down  to  three 
finalists,  Trump  is  giving  the  Third  Circuit  judge  an  eleventh-hour  second-glance.  Hardiman,  who  was  on  the  president's 
shortlist  the  last  time  there  was  a  Supreme  Court  vacancy  has  faced  plenty  ofpublic  vetting  over  his  views  on  guns.  But 
here's  a  few  tech-related  cases  we've  dug  up  on  him:  he  was  part  of  a  panel  that  upheld  the  conviction  of  a  man  who  made 
violent  remarks  on  Facebook  after  the  Supreme  Court  remanded;  herevived  an  attorney's  lawsuit  challenging  the  NSA’s 
electronic  surveillance  program,  writing  that  the  attorney  had  done  enough  to  tentatively  show  his  Google,  Facebook  and 
Dropbox  content  may  have  been  seized  in  the  dragnet;  and  he  has  authored  opinions  challenging  the  rules  of  FCC  spectrum 
auctions,  writing  in  2010  that  the  agency  had  failed  to  give  proper  notice  in  how  it  developed  some  auction  rules  but  was 
"loath"  to  unwind  the  results  of  the  auctions.

The  Homeland  Security  Committee  hasn't  yet  announced  its  witness  list,  although  its  reach  is  broader  than  just  election 
security,  including  DHS's  performance  on  protecting  "other  critical  infrastructure." 

Also  Wednesday,  the  Senate  Commerce  Committee  will  meet  to  discuss  Meltdown  and  Spectre,  the  critical  processor  flaw 
discovered  earlier  this  year.  The  only  government  witness  is  Donna  Dodson,  chief  cybersecurity  adviser  and  director  of  the 
National  Cybersecurity  Center  of  Excellence  at  NIST.  Other  witnesses  come  from  ARM  —  a  chip  manufacturer  that  was 
affected  less  by  the  flaw  that  Intel  —  and  academia. 

As  if  Wednesday  wasn't  busy  enough,  the  House  Rules  Committee  weighs  what  kind  of  amendments  to  allow  to  an 
intelligence  policy  bill  (H.R.  62371  and  as  usual  there  are  a  handful  of  cybersecurity  amendments  on  the  slate.  Thdooldest , 
offered  by  Democratic  Rep.  Alcee  Hastings,  would  create  a  national  cybersecurity  coordinator,  chosen  by  the  Office  of  the 
Director  of  National  Intelligence.  Members  of  both  parties  have  criticized  the  White  House  for  eliminating  its  cybersecurity 
coordinator  position.  The  bill  could  see  floor  action  this  week.

Dear  Director  Kolasky,  EAC  Chair  Hicks  and  EAC  Vice-Chair  McCormick, 

In  the  last  two  years  reports  of  unprecedented  cyber  threats  against  U.S.  election  infrastructure 
have  blanketed  the  news  and  rattled  public  confidence.  DHS  Secretary  Nielsen  recently  stated, 
“[t]here  is  little  doubt  that  adversaries  and  non-state  actors  continue  to  view  elections  as  a  target 
for  cyber  and  influence  operations,”  warning  ”[o]ur  democracy  itself  is  in  the  crosshairs.”1  We 
must  recognize  that  foreign  nation  states  and  other  bad  actors  targeting  U.S.  elections  are  highly 
motivated  and  possess  significant  financial  and  technical  resources. 

Against  the  background  of  these  profound  threats,  we  as  members  of  the  computer  science, 
cybersecurity,  and  election  integrity  communities  are  writing  to  convey  our  grave  concerns 
regarding  the  use  of  public  telecommunications  and  wireless  technologies — such  as  cellular 
modems — in  voting  machines,  despite  repeated  warnings  and  chronicled  incidents  of  their  risky 
deployment.  We  urge  both  the  U.S.  Election  Assistance  Commission  and  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  to  caution  state  and  local  election  officials  against  using  wireless  and  cellular 
communication  and  recommend  suspending  use  of  wireless  modems  in  voting  machines  for  the 
upcoming  elections. 

We  are  directing  this  request  to  EAC  and  DHS  because  these  agencies  are  leading  the  federal 
effort  to  share  information  on  the  threat  of  cyber  attacks  on  election  infrastructure  with  state  and 
local  officials  that  administer  elections  and  there  appear  to  be  profound  misconceptions 
regarding  the  use  of  cellular  modems  that  should  be  corrected.

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Many  of  the  voting  machines  currently  in  use  around  the  country  can  connect  to  public 
telecommunications  networks  (principally  the  Internet)  using  an  embedded  or  integrated  wireless 
cellular  modem  or  in  cases  of  standard  PCs  through  their  integrated  Network  Interface  Controller 
(NIC).  These  voting  machines  use  wireless  cellular  modems  to  transmit  unofficial  post-election 
results.  Computers  that  aggregate  election  results  may  be  equipped  with  modems  or  wireless 
network  interfaces  to  receive  those  results.  To  justify  the  use  of  cellular  modems  in  election 
systems,  many  will  assert  that  cellular  modems  operate  on  a  network  separate  from  the  Internet 
and  that  use  of  these  modems  does  not  expose  voting  systems  to  the  public  Internet.  This 
assertion  is  not  accurate. 

Modern  cellular  modems  (unlike  older  wired  analog  modems)  use  IP  packets,  IP  addresses,  and 
IP  routers,  and  in  fact,  are  part  of  the  Internet.  The  LTE  protocol  commonly  used  in  cellular 
(wireless  mobile)  networks  has  known  vulnerabilities  that  are  subject  to  exploitation.  There  also 
are  published  reports  of  attackers  rerouting  network  traffic  to  foreign  nations  by  exploiting 
known  weaknesses  in  the  Border  Gateway  Protocol  (BGP)  that  certain  types  of  network  routers 
employ  to  direct  Internet  data  traffic.2  Moreover,  a  cellular  device  can  be  fooled  into  connecting 
to  false  mobile  cell  towers  (such  as  Stingray  surveillance  devices3)  to  cause  a  server  disruption, 
and  if  there  is  improper  authentication  of  a  connection,  there  could  be  false  reports  from  devices 
impersonating  precinct  voting  machines. 

Network  infrastructure  consists  of  many  interconnected  systems,  some  of  which  are  publicly 
exposed.  Data  can  be  routed  through  foreign  infrastructure  even  if  both  ends  of  the 
communication  are  in  the  U.S.  Importantly,  cellular  networks  are  typically  beyond  the  security 
control  of  election  officials  and  the  federal  government. 

Even  when  using  hardware  and  software  defenses  common  problems  such  as  outdated  software, 
misconfiguration,  and  human  error  can  leave  critical  election  infrastructure  vulnerable.  Attacks 
such  as  denial  of  service,  data  manipulation,  malware  infection,  and  remote  access  can  be  made 
with  anonymous  execution  and  enonnous  scale. 

In  short,  they  can  wreak  havoc  on  an  election. 

Connecting  to  the  public  networks  even  briefly  during  machine  maintenance,  programming,  pre¬ 
election  testing,  poll  worker  training,  or  on  Election  Day  can  make  the  system  vulnerable  to 
attacks  that  could  impact  current  or  future  election  results. 

The  convenience  of  transmitting  vote  totals  online  does  not  outweigh  the  need  of  the 
American  people  to  be  assured  their  votes  will  be  accurately  transmitted  and  counted.

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Therefore,  we  recommend  discontinuing  the  use  of  wireless  technology  for  transmitting  vote 
totals  given  the  current  threats  and  these  inherent,  unresolved  vulnerabilities. 

We  strongly  urge  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  and  the  U.S.  Election  Assistance 
Commission  to  caution  states  against  using  wireless  modems  in  voting  machines  and  offer  the 
following  recommendations  to  all  state  and  local  election  officials: 

1 .  Voting  system  components — from  vote  capture  and  tabulation  machines  to  election 
management  systems — should  not  be  connected  to  the  Internet,  cellular  network,  or  other 
public  telecommunications  infrastructure  at  any  time,  even  temporarily,  from  the  time  of 
manufacture  until  end  of  life. 

2.  Election  administrators  should  discontinue  the  electronic  transmission  of  election  results 
from  vote  tabulation  devices  and  adopt  procedures  for  the  physical  delivery  of  election 
results,  either  on  digital  media  such  as  memory  cards,  thumb  drives,  or  on  paper  to  election 
management  systems. 

3.  Cellular  modems  within  voting  systems  should  be  physically  removed,  and  not  simply 
disabled  by  software  means. 

These  recommendations  do  not  imply  that  posting  of  unofficial  election  results  on  properly 
configured  and  protected  public  accessible  government  web  sites  should  be  stopped. 

We  do  not  wish  to  imply  that  discontinuing  the  use  of  wireless  modems  in  voting  systems  will 
ensure  their  security.  Many  other  attack  vectors  still  exist.  We  recognize  the  only  way  to  ensure 
resilience  in  voting  systems  is  by  requiring  voter-verified  paper  ballots  and  robust,  manual  post¬ 
election  audits  of  the  paper  ballots. 

The  undersigned  thank  you  for  your  service  and  your  immediate  attention  to  this  critical  national 
security  issue.  We  stand  ready  to  work  with  you  to  protect  our  nation’s  election  infrastructure 
from  all  threats,  foreign  and  domestic.

ODNI  Assessment  Concludes  No  Intelligence  to  Support  a  Compromise  of  2018  U.S.  Midterm  Elections  -ODNI  (12/21/18) 
TLP:  WHITE  On  December  21,  2018,  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  National  Intelligence  (ODNI)  submitted  the  Intelligence 
Community's  (1C)  report  on  foreign  interference  in  the  2018  U.S.  General  Election  as  directed  by  Executive  Order  13848.  The  report 
states  that  no  intelligence  reporting  "indicates  any  compromise  of  our  nation’s  election  infrastructure  that  would  have  prevented 
voting,  changed  vote  counts,  or  disrupted  the  ability  to  tally  votes."  Additionally,  the  report  notes  that  observed  interference  activity 
during  the  election  paralleled  previously  known  campaigns  originating  from  nation-states,  such  as  Russia,  China,  and  Iran,  which 
aimed  to  conduct  strategic  information  operations  in  the  U.S.  The  ODNI  also  reaffirmed  that  preserving  the  integrity  of  U.S.  elections 
is  a  "top  priority"  of  the  1C. 

EI-ISAC  Analyst  Note:  On  September  12,  2018,  President  Trump  signed  Executive  Order  13848  mandating  sanctions  on  foreign 
entities  or  individuals  participating  in  U.  S.  election  interference.  Sanctions  automatically  go  into  effect  against  any  foreign  government 
identified  as  interfering  in  U.S.  elections.  The  order  also  dictates  that  following  Election  Day,  ODNI  must  conduct  an  investigation  to 
determine  whether  election  meddling  took  place.  After  a  45-day  review  period,  that  assessment  must  be  passed  to  the  Departments 
of  Justice  and  Homeland  Security,  which  will  have  45  days  to  determine  if  any  malicious  actions  warrant  a  response. 

Consistent  with  ODNI's  findings,  the  EI-ISAC  did  not  observe  any  successful  strategic  cyber  targeting  affecting  election  outcomes. 
Cyber  activity  observed  by  the  EI-ISAC  included  normal  scanning  activity  and  tvDosauattina  of  election-related  domains,  while  non- 
cyber  activity  included  mostly  accidental  misinformation  regarding  polling  locations  and  times  (via  text,  phone,  and  social  media)  and 
weather  related  power  outages.

USDT  Sanctions  Russian  Operatives  for  Malign  Activities  Including  2016  U.S.  Election  Interference  -USDT  (12/19/18) 

TLP:  WHITE  On  December  19,  2018,  the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury’s  (USDT)  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  (OFAC) 
announced  sanctions  against  15  Russian  operatives  associated  with  Russian  intelligence  agencies  for  their  involvement  "in  cyber 
operations  to  interfere  with  the  2016  election  and  a  wide  range  of  other  malign  activities."  Nine  of  the  15  sanctioned  operatives  are 
acting  or  former  officers  in  the  Main  Directorate  of  the  General  Staff  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  Russian  Federation  (G.U.,  formerly 
GRU)  and  were  previously  indicted  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  on  July  13,  2018,  for  "Hacking  Offenses  Related  to  the 
2016  Election." 


U.S.  Senate  Confirms  Two  Additional  Commissioners  to  the  EAC  -The  Hill  (1/2/19)

Sanctions  automatically  go  into  effect  against  any  foreign  government 
identified  as  interfering  in  U.S.  elections.  The  order  also  dictates  that  following  Election  Day,  ODNI  must  conduct  an  investigation  to 
determine  whether  election  meddling  took  place.  After  a  45-day  review  period,  that  assessment  must  be  passed  to  the  Departments 
of  Justice  and  Homeland  Security,  which  will  have  45  days  to  determine  if  any  malicious  actions  warrant  a  response. 

Consistent  with  ODNI's  findings,  the  EI-ISAC  did  not  observe  any  successful  strategic  cyber  targeting  affecting  election  outcomes. 
Cyber  activity  observed  by  the  EI-ISAC  included  normal  scanning  activity  and  tvDosauattina  of  election-related  domains,  while  non- 
cyber  activity  included  mostly  accidental  misinformation  regarding  polling  locations  and  times  (via  text,  phone,  and  social  media)  and 
weather  related  power  outages.

USDT  Sanctions  Russian  Operatives  for  Malign  Activities  Including  2016  U.S.  Election  Interference  -USDT  (12/19/18) 

TLP:  WHITE  On  December  19,  2018,  the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury’s  (USDT)  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  (OFAC) 
announced  sanctions  against  15  Russian  operatives  associated  with  Russian  intelligence  agencies  for  their  involvement  "in  cyber 
operations  to  interfere  with  the  2016  election  and  a  wide  range  of  other  malign  activities."  Nine  of  the  15  sanctioned  operatives  are 
acting  or  former  officers  in  the  Main  Directorate  of  the  General  Staff  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  Russian  Federation  (G.U.,  formerly 
GRU)  and  were  previously  indicted  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  on  July  13,  2018,  for  "Hacking  Offenses  Related  to  the 
2016  Election." 


U.S.  Senate  Confirms  Two  Additional  Commissioners  to  the  EAC  -The  Hill  (1/2/19) 

TLP:  WHITE  On  January  2,  2019,  the  U.S.  Senate  confirmed  two  additional  Commissioners,  Beniamin  Hovland  and  Donald  Palmer, 
to  the  Election  Assistance  Commission  (EAC),  thereby  filling  the  remaining  vacancies  and  allowing  the  commission  to  hold  a  quorum 
for  the  first  time  since  March  2018.  The  newly  confirmed  Commissioners  are  scheduled  to  join  current  EAC  Commissioners,  Thomas 
Hicks  and  Christy  McCormick,  early  this  year. 


House  Bill  Designed  to  Strengthen  and  Enhance  Cyber  Capabilities  Signed  Into  Law  -Congress  (12/21/181 
TLP:  WHITE  On  December  21,  2018,  U.S.  President  Donald  Trump  signed  into  law  the  "Strengthening  and  Enhancing  Cyber¬ 
capabilities  by  Utilizing  Risk  Exposure  (SECURE)  Technology  Act  ( H.R.  7327V.  The  bill  requires  U.S.  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  (DHS)  Secretary  Kirstjen  Nielsen  to  establish  a  security  vulnerability  disclosure  policy  and  a  bug  bounty  program,  and  to 
enhance  Federal  acquisition  supply  chain  security  within  a  predetermined  timeline.  The  timeline  sets  deadlines  for  each  requirement, 
spanning  from  90  days  to  one  year  after  the  Act's  establishment. 

EI-ISAC  Analyst  Note:  The  bill  includes  similar  components  from  other  cyber  initiatives  introduced  to  Congress,  such  as  the  Public- 
Private  Cybersecurity  Cooperation  Act  (H.R. 6735).  Federal  Acquisition  Supply  Chain  Security  Act  of  2018  ( S.3085 ).  and  Hack  the 
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Department  of  Homeland  Security  Act  of  2018  (S.  1281). 


U.S.  County  Vendor  Phished  Using  Spoofed  County  Email  Address  -  Government  Technoloc  (12/19/18) 

TLP:  WHITE  On  December  19,  2018,  the  Government  Technology  magazine  reported  that  malicious  cyber  actors  spoofed  a 
Sedgwick  County,  Kansas,  email  address  in  a  phishing  attempt  designed  to  socially  engineer  a  vendor  into  providing  information  on 
the  county's  past  financial  transactions.  The  county  confirmed  the  scam  was  unsuccessful  and  that  no  sensitive  information  was 
compromised. 

EI-ISAC  Analyst  Note:  Election  offices  and  supporting  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  review  the  EI-ISAC  Cybersecurity 
Spotlights  on  BEC  scams.  Spoofing.  Phishing,  and  Social  Engineering  to  ensure  employees  are  properly  trained  and  that  mitigation 
techniques  are  in  place  to  avoid  becoming  victim  to  similar  malicious  tactics,  techniques,  and  procedures  (TTPs).  On  Wednesday, 
January  23rd,  the  MS-1  SAC  will  host  a  best  practice  webcast  on  Domain-based  Message  Authentication,  Reporting  &  Conformance 
(DMARC).  which  is  an  email  authentication,  policy,  and  reporting  protocol,  designed  to  detect/prevent  email  spoofing.

Within  18  months,  your  phone  may  be  able  to  identify  you  based  on  the  gait  of  your  walk,  the  tension  in  your 
hand  or  the  way  your  thumb  moves  across  the  touch  screen. 

That’s  the  Pentagon's  plan:  It's  in  the  final  phase  of  testing  technology  that  will  reduce  smartphone  users’  reliance  on 
difficult-to-remember  passwords  or  an  endless  stream  of  text  message  verification  codes,  an  official  there  told  me. 

It's  working  with  computer  chipmakers  and  smartphone  developers  to  make  the  technology  commercially 
available  as  early  as  2020,  said  Steven  Wallace,  a  systems  innovation  scientist  at  the  Pentagon’s  Defense  Information 
Systems  Agency,  or  DISA.  It's  currently  testing  the  system  on  50  phones  at  the  Defense  Department. 

“Our  goal  from  the  very  start  was  not  to  have  something  that  was  focused  solely  on  the  DoD,”  Wallace  said.  “Our  focus 
from  the  start  was  something  usable  at  the  commercial  level.’’ 

The  tech  companies  haven’t  made  any  firm  commitments  to  adopt  the  identification  system  but  appear  eager  to  integrate 
the  technology  into  smartphones  within  the  next  year  or  two,  Wallace  said. 

He  declined  to  name  the  companies  DISA  is  working  with  but  said  if  all  goes  wellfhe  technology  “will  be  available  in 
the  majority  of  handsets”  in  the  United  States. 

The  technology  would  offer  an  extra  layer  of  security  for  smartphone  users  by  ensuring  that  a  thief  --  or  someone  who, 
say,  picks  up  a  phone  left  on  a  subway  seat  or  park  bench  --  doesn’t  get  access  to  all  the  personal  and  professional 
information  stored  inside  the  device,  Wallace  said.  If  stolen  phones  are  inoperable,  there's  less  of  a  market  for  them.  And 
more  broadly,  if  consumer  devices  are  better  protected,  national  security  improves:  It  gets  tougher  for  hackers  to  steal 
information  and  intellectual  property. 

But  the  Pentagon's  motivation  is  not  just  about  securing  consumers:  If  the  tool  is  commercially  available,  the 
Pentagon  can  get  the  extra  protection  without  paying  an  arm  and  a  leg  for  specialized  devices  that  only  highly 
secured  industries  are  using.  In  the  past,  Wallace  said,  the  Pentagon  has  built  super-secure  smartphones  but  they've 
been  too  costly  to  deploy  to  anyone  but  a  handful  of  top  officials  --  costing  more  than  $4,500  per  unit. 

Once  the  technology  is  fully  vetted,  DoD  plans  to  use  the  technology  for  general  purpose  smartphones  but  not  ones  that 
access  classified  information,  he  said. 

Wallace  hopes  the  cutting-edge  identity  verification  system  will  be  like  the  Global  Positioning  System  and  the  Internet  itself 
—  in  that  they  are  all  tools  that  were  initially  developed  for  military  use  but  ended  up  benefiting  society  at  large. 

“I’m  not  going  to  say  that  we’re  going  to  create  something  that’s  as  broad  and  as  grand  as  GPS  or  the  Internet,  but  there’s 
a  history  of  the  department  working  on  things  and  those  things  ending  up  in  consum^jtggi^^^  ^gj^e^o^g^g 


Similar  technology  is  being  used  to  verify  the  identities  of  some  employees  in  highly  regulated  industries,  such  as  financial 
services  and  health  care,  but  it  isn’t  deployed  commercially,  Dawud  Gordon,  CEO  of  the  company  TwoSense,  which  is 
working  on  a  separate  but  related  DISA  project,  told  me.  Those  industry  tools  build  the  sensing  technology  into  software 
rather  than  into  the  smartphone's  hardware,  Gordon  told  me. 

The  DISA  project  relies  on  sensors  that  already  exist  inside  smartphone  computer  chips  and  are  used  by  gaming  apps  but 
not  generally  for  security,  Wallace  told  me. 

DISA  is  working  with  a  contractor  to  use  those  sensors  to  create  a  unique  profile  for  how  each  smartphone  user  does 
various  things,  he  said  —  including  walking  with  the  phone,  typing  on  it  and  pulling  it  out  of  her  pocket  or  purse.  DISA  then 
creates  a  "risk  score"  for  the  user  that  includes  a  weighted  combination  of  all  those  factors,  he  said.  If  this  score  drops  too 
low  the  person  will  be  locked  out  of  the  phone. 

If  a  person  is  locked  out  in  error,  she  could  regain  access  using  a  more  standard  log  in,  such  as  a  password,  Wallace  told 
me. 

Just  because  the  capability  exists  in  the  phone’s  hardware  doesn’t  mean  people  would  have  to  use  it  to  verify  their 
identities,  Wallace  said.  The  smartphone  provider  could  offer  it  as  an  option  or  organizations  could  use  it  to  ensure 
employees  don't  leave  unsecured  devices  in  cabs  or  restaurants. 

Because  the  sensors  are  on  the  phone’s  hardware,  the  information  they  collect  won’t  be  available  to  phone  apps  or  other 
third  parties,  Wallace  said,  reducing  privacy  concerns.  The  only  information  that  should  leave  the  hardware  side  is  when 
the  phone  user’s  risk  score  drops  too  low  and  she’s  locked  out,  he  said. 

Testing  on  DOD  devices  is  expected  to  be  finished  within  two  months.

PINGED:  Three  Democratic  senators  including  presidential  hopeful  Amy  Klobuchar  (D-Minn.)  want  to  know  what  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  is  doing  to  secure  the  2020  election.  In  a  letter  to  DHS  Secretary  Kirstjen  Nielsen, 
Klobuchar  and  Sens.  Gary  Peters  (D-Mich.)  and  Richard  J.  Durbin  (D-lll.)  sought  answers  about  the  size  of  teams  at  the 
department  that  are  tasked  with  protecting  U.S.  elections  and  combating  foreign  influence. 

Cybersecurity  and  Infrastructure  Security  Agency  Director  Christopher  Krebs  this  monthsaid  his  agency  is  “doubling  down” 
on  election  security  protection  after  the  Daily  Beast  reported  that  DHS  had  downsized  those  efforts.  Krebs  said  CISA  was 
reducing  the  size  of  task  forces  supporting  election  security  and  countering  foreign  influence  but  replacing  those  workers  with 
permanent  agency  employees.  In  their  letter,  the  senators  praised  the  federal  government's  work  to  secure  elections 
but  added  that  “we  need  to  further  bolster  our  election  infrastructure  ahead  of  2020.” 

The  lawmakers  also  asked  how  many  staffers  CISA  plans  to  recruit  to  help  protect  elections  and  what  other  initiatives  the 
agency  is  taking  to  fend  off  potential  threats  to  next  year's  election.  “Given  clear  warnings  from  Intelligence  Community 
officials  that  the  2020  presidential  election  remains  a  target  for  our  adversaries,  it  is  vital  that  we  take  strong  action  now  in 
order  to  ensure  our  systems  are  secure  on  Election  Day,”  the  senators  said.

identify  and  patch  cybersecurity  vulnerabilities  in  the  health-care  sector.  He  also  said  that  he  wants  to  collaborate  with 
federal  agencies  and  others  to  develop  a  strategy  aimed  at  reducing  cybersecurity  weaknesses  in  the  health-care  sector. 
“The  health  care  industry  has  been  identified  as  a  lucrative  target  due  to  the  valuable  personally  identifiable  information 
criminals  can  monetize  and  lucrative  opportunities  to  secure  payment  from  victims  of  ransomware,”  Warner  said. 

Warner’s  letters  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Centers  for  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  Services  and  National  Institute  of  Standards  and  Technology  follow  similar  missives  that  he  sent  to  health-care 
groups  last  week.  The  senator  also  asked  the  federal  agencies  whether  they  have  partnered  with  the  private  sector  to  seek 
input  on  how  to  better  protect  computer  systems  in  the  health-care  sector.

PWNED:  A  bipartisan  group  of  11  senators  wants  the  Trump  administration  to  further  its  crack  down  on  Chinese 
telecommunications  firm  Huawei.

Fla.)  and  Senate  Intelligence  Committee  Chairman  Richard  Burr  (R-N.C.)  were  among  the  Republicans  who  signed  the  letter. 
Warner,  the  Senate  Intelligence  Committee's  vice  chairman,  and  Sen.  Dianne  Feinstein  (D-Calif.)  were  among  the 
Democrats  who  joined  the  bipartisan  group.

—  The  finance  and  insurance  industry  was  malicious  hackers'  favorite  target  in  2013  according  to  the  annual  IBM  X- 
Force  Threat  Intelligence  Index  released  today.  This  industry  drew  19  percent  of  all  attacks  and  incidents  last  year,  followed 
by  transportation  services  with  13  percent.  “We  expect  the  transportation  sector  to  continue  rising  as  an  attractive 
target  for  malicious  actors,  because  of  the  industry’s  reliance  on  information  technology  to  facilitate  operations,  its 
ubiquitous  need  for  integration  of  third-party  vendors,  and  its  vast  supply  chain,”  the  report  said.  “These  factors  make  for  a 
larger  attack  surface  than  other  industries.”  The  report  also  found  that  cyber  criminals  appear  to  rely  less  on 
ransomware  attacks  and  more  on  cryptojacking  —  an  attack  that  allows  hackers  to  use  other  people's  devices  to  mine 
cryptocurrency. 

—  Security  researchers  found  a  sharp  increase  in  the  size  of  distributed  denial-of-service  attacks  against  companies 
involved  in  market  research  and  public  opinion  polling  between  the  second  half  of  2017  and  the  second  half  of  2018, 
according  to  cybersecurity  company  NETSCOUT's  Threat  Intelligence  Landscape  Report,  which  was  released  today.  Those 
attacks  might  be  a  backdoor  for  nation  states  to  affect  public  perceptions  of  elections  and  the  political  process,  Mike 
McNerney,  product  manager  for  NETSCOUT  Threat  Intelligence,  said  in  a  statement. 

—  Cyberattacks  and  concerns  about  data  integrity  rank  fifth  among  the  top  10  risks  to  the  global  economy  in  2010 

according  to  a  report  released  yesterday  by  the  Economist  Intelligence  Unit,  the  research  arm  of  the  Economist  Group. 
“Although  these  attacks  have  been  relatively  contained  so  far,  there  is  a  risk  that  their  frequency  and  severity  will  increase  to 
the  extent  that  corporate  and  government  networks  could  be  brought  down  or  manipulated  for  an  extended  period,” 
according  to  the  report.  The  authors  of  the  report  added  that  security  breaches  could  jeopardize  billions  of  dollars  in 
daily  transactions.  “Were  government  activities  to  be  severely  constrained  by  an  attack  or  physical  infrastructure  damaged, 
the  impact  on  economic  growth  would  be  even  more  severe,”  the  report  said.

Army.  As  a  result,  Chinese  cyber  attacks  are  less  likely  to  use  malware  that  is  easily  attributed  to  China.  These  attacks  instead  rely 
on  malware  sold  on  the  Dark  Web  and  use  public  storage  services  such  as  Dropbox.  Iran  also  increased  attacks  against  targets  in 
the  U.S.  with  recent  attacks  directed  against  core  vulnerabilities  in  the  internet's  backbone. 

EI-ISAC  Analyst  Note:  TLP:  WHITE  While  Russia  remains  the  most  active  nation-state  threat  directly  affecting  U.S.  election 
infrastructure,  election  officials  should  maintain  awareness  of  the  evolving  threat  landscape  that  nation-state  adversaries  present  to 
better  understand,  prepare  for,  and  defend  against  these  threats.  China's  offensive  cyber  efforts  are  historically  directed  against 
intellectual  property  theft  in  sectors  that  align  with  Beijing's  5  year  economic  plan.  However,  China's  shift  in  tactics  to  target  service 
providers  will  likely  put  election  offices  at  greater  risk  of  an  indirect  compromise  as  highlighted  in  the  EI-ISAC  Weekly  News  Alert 
released  on  2/13/2019.  Election  offices  should  include  cybersecurity  requirements  in  their  contract  negotiations,  and  regularly  assess 
the  level  of  access  they  grant  their  third-party  vendors  and  service  providers. 

TLP:  GREEN  On  November  2,  2018,  the  EI-ISAC  notified  members  that  the  NCCIC  and  FBI  assessed  the  potential  for  an  increase 
in  Iranian  cyber  efforts  against  the  U.S.  in  Joint  Activity  Alert  AA1 8-305.  This  increase  in  Iranian  attacks  was  highlighted  by  recent 
attacks  against  DNS  infrastructure  and  resulted  in  DHS  issuing  Emergency  Directive  19-01.  This  attack  pattern  was  also  addressed 
in  the  Internet  Corporation  for  Assigned  Names  and  Numbers  (ICANN)  statement  on  Malicious  Activity  Targeting  DNS  Infrastructure. 
Additionally,  election  offices  should  follow  the  recommendations  in  ED19-01. 


Internet  Security  Threat  Report  24:  Symantec’s  Annual  Threat  Report  -  Symantec  (02/19/2019) 

TLP:  WHITE  Symantec  released  their  annual  threat  report  looking  at  trends  in  2018  in  comparison  to  2017.  The  report  gives  insight 
on  malicious  cyber  activity  globally,  including  criminal  trends  and  attack  motivations 
The  top  findings  are  as  follows: 

•  Formjacking,  skimming  of  customers'  payment  information  via  order  forms  on  infected  web  servers,  emerged  as  the  top 
breakthrough  threat  of  2018. 

•  Crvptoiackina  increased  from  2017  to  2018  but  is  currently  trending  down  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  price  of  cryptocurrency. 
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•  Ransomware  decreased  by  20%  overall.  However,  ransomware  affecting  mobile  phones  and  enterprises  increased  by  33% 
and  13%  respectively. 

•  Supply  chain  attacks,  including  targeting  of  software  providers  to  change  code,  increased  by  78%. 

•  Malspam  use  of  malicious  Microsoft  Office  files  increased  by  48%,  while  the  malicious  use  of  PowerShell  increased  1000%. 

•  The  number  of  attack  groups  using  destructive  malware  increased  by  25%. 

EI-ISAC  Analyst  Note:  TLP:  WHITE  Election  offices  should  review  the  findings  in  the  Internet  Security  Threat  Report  to  help  establish 
security  priorities  for  2019.  In  particular,  election  offices  should  consider  using  group  policy  to  block  macros  in  documents 
downloaded  from  the  internet  and  to  limit  the  execution  of  PowerShell  where  possible.  Additionally  election  offices  should  consider 
the  supply  chain  and  evaluate  risk  when  making  device  and  software  purchases.

THE  CYBER  ANGLE  ON  THE  EMP  EO —  The  executive  order  President  Donald  Trump  signed  to 
defend  against  electromagnetic  pulse  attacks  might  bolster  cyber  defenses,  too.  Sam  Feinberg, 
executive  director  of  the  think  tank  Helena,  told  MC  that  the  EO  could  make  an  otherwise  crippling 
cyberattack  on  the  electricity  grid  reversible  in  days,  if  not  hours.  "If  implemented,  this  EO  will  lead 
to  physical  hardening  of  the  grid,"  he  said  via  email.  "Happily,  the  kind  of  hardening  needed  to 
protect  infrastructure  against  EMPs  also  provides  protection  against  cyberattacks." 

"This  is  because  the  most  damaging  cyberattacks  (like  Stuxnet)  permanently  incapacitate 
physical  infrastructure,  rather  than  just  temporarily  switching  them  off,"  he  said.  "To  the  extent 
that  transformers,  SCADA  systems,  and  other  physical  grid  systems  are  made  resilient  to  the 
extremely  high  current  being  induced  by  EMPs,  they  will  also  become  meaningfully  more  resilient 
to  the  most  damaging  and  threatening  types  of  cyberattacks  —  which  aim,  for  example,  to  route 
abnormally  high  currents  through  transformer  components  and  melt  them." 

DO  YOU  EVEN  EO,  BRO?  — The  Trump  administration's  long-awaited  executive  order  that 
would  ban  Huawei  products  from  the  U.S.  should  be  part  of  a  larger  strategy  aimed  at  managing 
next-generation  tech,  wrote  cyber  expert  James  Lewis  of  the  Center  for  Strategic  and  International 
Studies.  That  larger  strategy  should  include,  among  other  things:  support  for  Western  telecom 
companies  for  research  and  development;  an  executive  order  on  telecom  supply  chain  security 
"that  clearly  lays  out  U.S.  policy;"  and  a  long-term  plan  with  China  to  help  it  conform  to 
international  norms  for  trade  and  security.  "China  is  not  going  away.  It  will  always  be  powerful  and 
the  United  States,  working  with  its  partners,  must  encourage  and  require  change,"  Lewis  wrote. 

OOPS!  —  A  Georgia  bill  authorizing  the  state  to  buy  new  voting  machines  rules  out  several  popular 
models,  the  OSET  Institute,  an  election  technology  research  group,  said  in  a  report  published  late 
last  week.  The  bill  (IIB  m  16).  which  Gov.  Brian  Kemp  is  likely  to  sign  soon,  requires  Georgia  to  buy 
a  ballot-marking  device  that  produces  "voter  verifiable"  paper  ballots  displaying  barcodes  that  are 
scanned  and  tallied.  But,  OSET  said,  "the  vast  majority"  of  BMDs  do  not  count  as  "voter  verifiable," 
because  they  "do  not  allow  voters  to  verify  the  same  choice  data  that  the  voting  system  in  fact  uses 
to  tabulate  votes"  —  that  is,  the  barcode  is  "not  readable  by  the  voter." 

Georgia's  election  office  is  already  moving  ahead  with  the  RFP  process,  but  as  OSET 
pointed  out,  HB  316  preemptively  disqualifies  several  of  the  vendors  that  may  submit  proposals  — 
including  Election  Systems  &  Software  and  Dominion,  two  of  the  three  largest  firms.  Those 
companies'  products  tally  the  data  in  the  barcode,  which  —  if  the  BMD  is  hacked  —  could  be 
different  from  the  human-readable  text  that  voters  can  check.  "Excepting  two  commercial 
solutions,  a  voter  cannot  verify  the  choices  that  are  used  for  counting  with  today's  BMDs,"  OSET 
said.  "Therefore,  there  is  no  way  for  the  voter  to  verify  what  choices  are  actually  being  counted,  and 
hence  for  the  majority  of  solutions,  the  ballot  cannot  be  said  to  be  'verifiable'  by  the  voter." 

MULE-ER  —  South  Korean  authorities  extradited  a  Ukrainian  man  whom  the  U.S.  said  ran  an 
international  money  laundering  operation  abetted  by  cyber  criminals  that  netted  him  nearly  $3 
million,  the  Justice  Department  announced  late  last  week.

EAC  BLIND  SPOT  —  Only  half  of  the  members  of  the  Election  Assistance  Commission  have  security  clearances,  and 
none  of  them  had  clearances  for  the  2016  and  2018  election  cycles,  Eric  reports.  Thomas  Hicks,  who  chaired  the  EAC  in 
2016  and  2018,  and  Donald  Palmer,  who  joined  the  commission  in  February,  lack  them,  while  Christy  McCormick,  the 
agency's  current  chairwoman,  has  an  interim  clearance.  Benjamin  Hovland,  who  also  joined  in  February,  has  a  full 
clearance.  Then-Commissioner  Matthew  Masterson  did  not  have  one  during  the  2016  cycle. 

"The  people  entrusted  with  securing  our  elections  need  to  know  what  threats  they're  supposed  to  address, 'Sen. 

Ron  Wvden  told  POLITICO  in  a  statement.  "An  Election  Assistance  [Commission  member]  without  a  security  clearance  is 
like  making  a  baseball  player  hit  without  a  bat."  Read  more  here. 

THE  CYBER  ANGLE  ON  THE  EMP  EO—  The  executive  order  President  Donald  Trump  signed  to  defend  against 
electromagnetic  pulse  attacks  might  bolster  cyber  defenses,  too.  Sam  Feinberg,  executive  director  of  the  think  tank 
Helena,  told  MC  that  the  EO  could  make  an  otherwise  crippling  cyberattack  on  the  electricity  grid  reversible  in  days,  if  not 
hours.  "If  implemented,  this  EO  will  lead  to  physical  hardening  of  the  grid,"  he  said  via  email.  "Happily,  the  kind  of 
hardening  needed  to  protect  infrastructure  against  EMPs  also  provides  protection  against  cyberattacks." 

"This  is  because  the  most  damaging  cyberattacks  (like  Stuxnet)  permanently  incapacitate  physical 
infrastructure,  rather  than  just  temporarily  switching  them  off,"  he  said.  "To  the  extent  that  transformers,  SCADA 
systems,  and  other  physical  grid  systems  are  made  resilient  to  the  extremely  high  current  being  induced  by  EMPs,  they 
will  also  become  meaningfully  more  resilient  to  the  most  damaging  and  threatening  types  of  cyberattacks  —  which  aim, 
for  example,  to  route  abnormally  high  currents  through  transformer  components  and  melt  them." 

DO  YOU  EVEN  EO,  BRO?  — The  Trump  administration's  long-awaited  executive  order  that  would  ban  Huawei  products 
from  the  U.S.  should  be  part  of  a  larger  strategy  aimed  at  managing  next-generation  tech,  wrote  cyber  expert  James  Lewis 
of  the  Center  for  Strategic  and  International  Studies.  That  larger  strategy  should  include,  among  other  things:  support  for 
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Western  telecom  companies  for  research  and  development;  an  executive  order  on  telecom  supply  chain  security  "that 
clearly  lays  out  U.S.  policy;"  and  a  long-term  plan  with  China  to  help  it  conform  to  international  norms  for  trade  and 
security.  "China  is  not  going  away.  It  will  always  be  powerful  and  the  United  States,  working  with  its  partners,  must 
encourage  and  require  change,"  Lewis  wrote. 

OOPS!  —  A  Georgia  bill  authorizing  the  state  to  buy  new  voting  machines  rules  out  several  popular  models,  the  OSET 
Institute,  an  election  technology  research  group,  said  in  a  report  published  late  last  week.  The  bill  fHB  316),  which  Gov. 
Brian  Kemp  is  likely  to  sign  soon,  requires  Georgia  to  buy  a  ballot-marking  device  that  produces  "voter  verifiable"  paper 
ballots  displaying  barcodes  that  are  scanned  and  tallied.  But,  OSET  said,  "the  vast  majority"  of  BMDs  do  not  count  as 
"voter  verifiable,"  because  they  "do  not  allow  voters  to  verify  the  same  choice  data  that  the  voting  system  in  fact  uses  to 
tabulate  votes"  —  that  is,  the  barcode  is  "not  readable  by  the  voter." 

Georgia's  election  office  is  alreadymovinq  ahead  with  the  RFP  process,  but  as  OSET  pointed  out,  HB  316 

preemptively  disqualifies  several  of  the  vendors  that  may  submit  proposals  —  including  Election  Systems  &  Software  and 
Dominion,  two  of  the  three  largest  firms.  Those  companies'  products  tally  the  data  in  the  barcode,  which  —  if  the  BMD  is 
hacked  —  could  be  different  from  the  human-readable  text  that  voters  can  check.  "Excepting  two  commercial  solutions,  a 
voter  cannot  verify  the  choices  that  are  used  for  counting  with  today's  BMDs,"  OSET  said.  "Therefore,  there  is  no  way  for 
the  voter  to  verify  what  choices  are  actually  being  counted,  and  hence  for  the  majority  of  solutions,  the  ballot  cannot  be 
said  to  be  'verifiable'  by  the  voter." 

MULE-ER  —  South  Korean  authorities  extradited  a  Ukrainian  man  whom  the  U.S.  said  ran  an  international  money 
laundering  operation  abetted  by  cyber  criminals  that  netted  him  nearly  $3  million,  the  Justice  Department  announced 
late  last  week.  The  unsealed  indictment  states  that  Aleksandr  Musienko  employed  overseas  cyber  criminals  to  target 
online  bank  accounts  in  the  U.S.  "belonging  to  a  large  number  of  individual  and  corporate  victims."  Musienko,  according 
to  DoJ,  lured  "money  mules"  for  his  scheme.  "Once  Musienko  had  his  network  of  money  mules  in  place,  Musienko  then 
offered  his  money  mule  services  to  his  cybercriminal  partners  to  assist  them  in  transferring  stolen  funds,"  DoJ's 
statement  reads.  "He  directed  his  'money  mules'  to  use  their  own  bank  accounts  to  receive  and  then  transfer  proceeds 
from  the  compromised  bank  accounts  overseas."

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States  spent  just  a  fraction  of  $380  million  in  election  security  money  before  midterms

Congress  scrambled  in  early  2018  to  deliver  a  surge  in  election  security  money  before  the  midterms.  But  it  turns 
out  that  states  only  spent  about  8  percent  of  the  $380  million  Congress  approved  by  the  time  the  elections  rolled 
around. 

That’s  the  bad  news  in  aspending  report  released  Thursday  by  the  Election  Assistance  Commission,  which  is  responsible 
for  disbursing  the  money. 

The  good  news  is  that  states  are  on  track  to  spend  the  majority  of  the  money  before  the  2020  elections  —  which 
intelligence  officials  say  are  far  likelier  than  the  midterms  to  be  a  hacking  target  for  Russia  and  other  U.S. 
adversaries. 

The  report  highlights  the  lengthy  process  of  investigations  and  reviews  that  are  necessary  before  states  can 
make  major  upgrades  to  specialized  election  equipment.  Given  the  tight  time  frame  —  Congressapproved  the  money 
in  March  and  the  EAC  began  disbursing  it  to  states  in  June  —  EAC  Chairwoman  Christy  McCormick  told  me  that  8  percent 
is  a  reasonable  amount  to  have  spent  and  about  what  the  commission  expected. 

It’s  also  a  warning  to  Congress  that  the  clock  is  ticking  if  it  wants  to  deliver  more  election  security  money  that  will 
make  a  meaningful  difference  in  2020. 

“I’ve  heard  from  states  across  the  board  —  Democratic  and  Republican  —  that  more  funds  are  needed,”  said  a  person 
familiar  with  the  election  funding  process  who  spoke  on  the  condition  of  anonymity  because  they  weren't  authorized  to 
speak  publicly.  “The  timing  of  that  money  is  important,  but  there’s  still  time  to  make  a  difference  for  2020.” 

Congress  delivered  the  $380  million  in  election  security  money  after  the  2016  contest  was  marred  by  a  Kremlin-backed 
hacking  and  disinformation  campaign  that  included  probing  election  systems  in  21  states.  There’s  no  evidence,  however, 
that  hackers  successfully  penetrated  any  voting  machines  or  changed  any  votes. 

The  $31  million  states  had  spent  by  September  2018  was  mostly  targeted  at  low-hanging  fruit  such  as  training 
staff  on  cybersecurity  best  practices,  instituting  new  digital  protections  for  staff  accessing  election  systems  and 
more  regularly  updating  software,  according  to  state  narratives  included  in  Thursday’s  report. 

Many  states  also  planned  to  use  the  money  for  audits  immediately  after  the  elections. 

“States  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  money  to  harden  their  systems  before  the  2018  elections,”  McCormick  said.  “I 
think  it  helped  us  to  have  the  most  secure  election  we’ve  seen  so  far,  especially  since  2016  when  the  alarm  bells  were 
rung.” 

Before  2020,  states  expect  to  use  much  of  the  remaining  money  to  hire  new  security  staff,  conduct  election  hacking  war 
games  and  to  update  or  replace  outdated  systems,  such  as  voting  machines  that  don’t  include  paper  votes  or  paper 
receipts. 
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Those  will  all  dramatically  improve  election  security,  McCormick  told  me. 

State  and  federal  officials  agree,  however,  that  the  initial  $380  million  isn’t  enough  to  cover  the  costs  of  replacing  major 
election  systems  across  a  whole  state. 

That  means  either  states  will  have  to  cover  the  shortfall  or  the  federal  government  will  have  to  kick  in  more  —  and  it’s  far 
from  clear  whether  Democrats  and  Republicans  will  agree  on  new  money,  let  alone  approve  that  money  on  a  schedule  that 
will  allow  states  to  make  effective  use  of  it. 

Congressional  Republicans  rebuffed  Democrats’  efforts  to  deliver  an  additional  $250  million  in  election  security  money  to 
states  last  year.  A  major  Democratic  bill  that  commits  $120  million  to  election  security  sailed  through  the  Democratic- 
controlled  House  this  Congress  but  will  be  a  nonstarter  in  the  Senate. 

And  the  bipartisan  election  security  bills  that  gained  momentum  last  Congress  —  and  might  be  a  vehicle  for  more 
funding  this  Congress  —  have  not  been  re-introduced. 

That  leaves  a  big  question  mark  about  whether  Congress  will  approve  any  additional  election  security  funding.  And  states, 
meanwhile,  are  inking  contracts  for  new  machines  and  service  while  the  clock  is  ticking  down  to  2020.

Advocates  of  the  machines  point  out  that  they’re  easier  for  people  with  disabilities  to  use  and  print  a  paper  ballot  so  the  voter 
can  verify  whether  their  vote  was  counted  correctly.  Critics,  however,  say  people  rarely  verify  those  printouts  are  accurate.

Republicans  on  the  House  Science  Committeewrote  to  FEMA  on  Thursday  asking  for  a  briefing  by  April  18  about  the 
incident  in  which  the  agency  improperly  shared  data  about  victims  of  2017  hurricanes  and  wildfires  —  including  financial 
information  —  with  a  contractor  that  placed  those  victims  in  hotels. 

The  House  Homeland  Security  Committee  has  been  briefed  on  the  mishap  butwrote  to  FEMA  with  additional  questions  last 
week. 

“The  privacy  incident  at  FEMA  is  particularly  concerning  to  the  committee  as  this  information  can  be  used  to  prey  upon 
individuals  in  a  variety  of  ways,  including  identity  theft,  fraud,  targeted  scams,  and  spear  phishing,”  Republican  Science 
Committee  members  wrote  to  FEMA  acting  administrator  Pete  T.  Gaynor.  “Unfortunately,  fraud  and  scams  abound  in  the 
wake  of  natural  disasters  as  nefarious  actors  seek  to  capitalize  on  the  misfortune  of  affected  communities.” 

The  lawmakers  are  also  concerned  the  incident  will  “undermine  disaster  survivors’  confidence  in  their  ability  to  safely  and 
securely  share  their  personal  information  with  FEMA,”  which  could,  in  turn,  prevent  them  from  receiving  important  benefits.

The  National  Security  Agency  officially  released  the  source  code  for  its  cybersecurity  toolGhidra  Thursday  — 

following  through  on  a  promise  that  NSA  Cybersecurity  Adviser  Rob  Joyce  made  at  the  RSA  Conference  in  March. 

The  newly  open-sourced  tool  is  part  of  a  post-Snowden  NSA  effort  to  be  more  open  about  its  operations  and  to  take 
a  more  active  role  in  the  ethical  hacking  community.  The  agency  released  Ghidra  to  the  software  code-sharing  site 
GitHub,  which  means  cybersecurity  researchers  can  experiment  with  and  modify  the  tool. 


Here’s  an  explanation  of  what  Ghidra  does  from  Wired’s  Lily  Hay  Newman:  “You  can't  use  Ghidra  to  hack  devices;  it's  instead 
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a  reverse-engineering  platform  used  to  take  ‘compiled,’  deployed  software  and  ‘decompile’  it.  In  other  words,  it  transforms  the 
ones  and  zeros  that  computers  understand  back  into  a  human-readable  structure,  logic,  and  set  of  commands  that  reveal 
what  the  software  you  churn  through  it  does.” 

“Reverse  engineering  is  a  crucial  process  for  malware  analysts  and  threat  intelligence  researchers,  because  it  allows  them  to 
work  backward  from  software  they  discover  in  the  wild  —  like  malware  being  used  to  carry  out  attacks  —  to  understand  how 
it  works,  what  its  capabilities  are,  and  who  wrote  it  or  where  it  came  from.  Reverse  engineering  is  also  an  important  way  for 
defenders  to  check  their  own  code  for  weaknesses  and  confirm  that  it  works  as  intended.”
